There will be many less striking improve- 
ments in the beautifying of the park. Two 
hundred trees will be planted along the edge 
of the lagoon, relieving the appearance of 
bareness which now prevails. New flower 
beds will be laid out-and everything will be 
done to make it as attractive as possible. 

Mr. Pettigrew’s Work in the Park. 

Mr. Pettigrew, the Superintendent of the 
park, gave some interesting information yes- 
terday about his work at the park. He said: 

‘The immense amount of work which de- 
volves upon the Superintendent in looking 
after and improving a place of this kind is 
seldom given a thought by the people who 
come here to enjoy themselves. We labor all 
winter with the utmost diligence that we may 
have everything in good condition for the re- 
ception of the summer crowds. Worn out 
sod is replaced and flowers are arranged in 
beds in the most unique designs that we can 
think of. The ragged edges of the walks are 
fixed up square and nice and when the first 
rush comes the people seem to care neither 
for the labor expended nor the beauty 
of symmetry, and they trample over 
everything -in sight. The edges of the 
walks are ground off for two or three feet and 
everything seems to get a black eye. Itis 
exasperating to the last degree. At first it 
seemed asif I must take these violators of 
park laws by the throat. But at last I got 
used to itand now I can look on and smile 
while I see the results of my best efforts fade 
away. 

**T am glad that we have succeeded in mak- 
ing the park so attractive that the attendance 
is continually increasing. We have certainly 
added some features this year. Never in the 
history of the park has it been so fiiled to 
overflowing as this summer. Every pleasant 
day in the week sees the park filled 
with people and Sunday it is simply 
a crush. I would not like to make an esti- 
mate on the number of people. who visit the 
place every Sunday, but if I were to make a 
rough guess I would say several hundred 
thousand. It is partly this large attendance 
this summer that has induced the board to 
consent to so many improvements. As for 
myself I love flowers and decorations. A park 
cannot have too many flowers to suit me. It 
is really surprising to some people what del- 
icate flowers we can raise with perfect success 
outin the open air. It takes considerable 
ingenuity, but it is in evidence. For 
instance, we have some lilies in the ponds 
here that are seldom seen in this country. 
They are from the tropical regions, and the 
only way we can raise them is to artificially 
heat the ponds where they grow. The beauti- 
ful palm house built recently is another place 
where one can see rare things of tropical 
growth, I think I can safely predict that in 
two years from now Lincoln ‘Park will be 
second to none in the country.”’

Ex-Judge Thoman, in behalf of 
Chapin & Gore, opposed such an action be- 
cause, he said, it would interfere with the 
priority of his client’s claim and reduce the 
chances of its being paid in full. 
Attorney Isaac H. Mayer argued for the pe- 
tition at considerable length. He quoted 
several unpublished decisions and was about 
to continue his quotations when Judge Dunne 
said he didn’t care to hear any more argu- 
ment from bim and intimated he would 
grant the prayer of the petition. Hedid not 
enter the requisite order at that moment, but 
the. hint was enough for the attorneys. 
Ex-Judge Thoman sent a fleet messenger to 
the office of the Chicago Title and ‘[rust com- 
pany with instructions to havea deed of as- 
signment made out transferring the property 
to the trust company as assignee. J. Foster 
Rhodes, President of the hotel company, 
caused this to be done, and within fifteen min- 
utes the deed was filed in the Recorger’s office. 

Gillette on His Bicycle, 

Young Mr. Gillette was then in- 
structed to mount his bicycle and rival 
the wind in gettmg to the hotel 
to tell the Trust company’s agent in charge 
he had been transformed from a receiver into 
an assignee. 

Mr. Gillette ran down a Columbian guard 
who was enjoying a day off down-town, 
bumped into two cgble trains, and emerged 
on Michigan avenue and started South 
at a ‘rate that indicated he had 
pressing business. A gray-coated boulevard 
policeman at Twelfth street. yelled at him to 
stop. But Mr. Gillette didn’t heed, and be- 
fore the officer of the law could recover from 
his astonishment at the spectacle of a cyclist 
disobeying him a fresh shock was given his 
dignity. A victoria containing two men, one 
of whom weighed 300 pounds and the other 
110, flashed by in pursuit of the fly- 
ing cyclist. _It passed him in con. 
temptuous disdain, the horse going at 
a 2:20 gait. The big man was Deputy Sheriff 
McDonald and the lightweight was his cus- 
togian.

SEVEN KILLED IN A MEXICAN RIOT. 


Local Political Troubles the Cause of a 
Serious Uprising at Coahuila. 

LarEepo} Tex., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—Ad- 
vices reached New Laredo this morning from 
asmall minmg town called Romero Rubco 
(formerly Candela), in the State of Coahuila, 
Mex., that a riot had occurred there 
on the morning of Atg. 18 in which 
seven men were killed. The cause of the 
trouble was the recent removal and imprison- 
ment of the Mayor of the town and the ap- 
pointment of another man in his place, who 
had acted ina tyrannical manner since his 
induction into office.

Rest Escape the Raid in Kentucky, Which 
Will Be Made Again. 

RicumonD, Ky., Aug. 19.—Sheriff Joe Sim- 
mons and twenty deputies, heavily armed 
with Winchesters and army guns, went last 
night to Slate Lick Springs,. twenty miles 
south of here, near the Jackson County line, 
to arrest a party of outlaws who have 
been infesting that region for several 
years. They are known as the ‘ Wilson 
Set,’’ and are dangerous characters.

Block System to Blame. 
When at last Van Buren street was reached 
a train hand who seemed to be intelligent, 
and who was inexpressibly mortified at the 


interruption, gave the following explanation - 


of it: “It was caused by the block system, 
which has been in operation on this part of the 
road sinee the Fair-opened. There are nine 
signals between here and the Terminal Sta- 
tion. They are desi gned to keep the trains in 
the neighborhood of half a mile a part. They 
were no interruption to travel until the crowd 
of last night called for an increase in the 
number of trains, and then they gave trouble. 
I think it perfectly clear the system in this 
part of the road is a nuisance, and will have 
to be abolished.” 

The block system in operation on the Ili- 
nois Central is said to be one of the best in- 
vented. It is designed to prevent one train 
running into the rear end of another in front 
of it, and until the signal is lifted automatic- 
ally by the passage of the train ahead the one 
following is not allowed to proceed. It is sup- 
posed the increased traffic lust night caused 
several trains to run so close together that the 
blocks were not lifted, but remained con- 
tinually down, thus preventing the trains 
from moving toward the city. 

Inquiry at the offices of the trainmasters of 
the Illinois Central at Randolph street and of 
the Michigan Central at Twelfth threw no 
light on the matter. Officials of both roads 
denied the fact that there had been a block- 
ade of any kind. This in spite of the fact 
that complaints were heard on every side con- 
cerning the manner in which the trains had 
been delayed at various points along the line. 
Conductors when questioned were equally 
reticent regarding the subject.

We are ready for reciprocity 
treaties in brotherly friendship and good will, as 
becomes men descended from the same good old 
stock, and whose forefathers sleep peacefully in 
the same-old country church-yards, Nay, more, 
we are prepared to make these treaties wholly 
unrestrictive so far as to leave us both free to 
wed and to woo each other’s lovely maidens.

STRIKES ITS’ TENTS AND DEPARTS. 


English Military Tournament Gives Clos- 
ing Performance and Leaves the City. 
The English military tournament, which 

has been performing ever since July 4in the 

Live-Stock Pavilion of the Expositon, struck 

its tents last night and left Chicago early this 

morning. Two special traing of the Wabash 
line backed into the grounds at midnight and 

by 1 o’clock had been loaded with 200 

men, ninety horses, and immense properties 

of the concern and started on their way to 

Toronto, where the tournament wilt 

be given tomorrow. It will make 

short stays in Toronto, Montreal, Ottawa, 
Hamilton, Canada, and go to Madison 

Square in New York by Sept. 15. 

It will remain in New York until November, 

and then visit Boston. From there it will go 

to England or perhaps return to Chicago. 

The contract of the conypany with the Ex- 

ition was of no specified duration, and the 
iscontinuance of the performance is due 

partly to the fact that the live-stock show, 
which ins tomorrow, would seriously in- 
terfere with it, and partly to the fact that the 
engagement was not pecuniarily profitable. 
Manager Leslie says, however, that the loss 
has not been as heavy as represented, and that 
the report that the company would disband 
is entirely without foundation. The show, he 
says, is an extraordinarily expensive one to 
provide, and cannot be given long at a place 
unless it is well supported.

Slim Prospects of Relief. 


‘Ts there any prees that anything will be

You know that 
lawyers are not oadigary mortals, They do 
not seem to be amenable to the rules that 
govern the ordinary, plain business man. And 
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then, you know, it lies with fifteen or twenty 
United States Judges, and a Judge is only a 
lawyer on one of the top seats.” 

‘‘Has this always been the state of things 
in this country?’ 

‘No. Years ago the government issued a 
patent and the other man had to prove he was 
not an infringer. Now in the mysterious 
wisdom of the courts it is just the other way.” 

‘*‘What effect will all this circumlocution 
business have on invention in this country?” 

“Why. that is one-of the reasons that is 
driving me and many others like me out of 
any business which requires a patent. There 
are about 150 inventors in Americ# who real- 
‘y wake things buzz. Of course there are 
thousands of men who get up little things, 
but the real inventors ere can be put 
inside of 150. People have an idea that in- 
ventors are after moneyalone. Of course 
they have to live like others, but it is almost 
impossible for an inventor to get much mone 
together because his mind isn’t constitu 
that way. When he has perfected an inven- 
tion and ibly made some money out of it, 
as.a rule he doesn’t accumulate, but he goes at 
something else that takes all the m«ney he 
can raise. But he has to have money to keep 
himself and his family moving. e wants 
money for that and for pushing his experi- 
ments. but you need not be afraid of many 
real inventors becoming multi-millionaires.

SHERMAN SILVER AOT 18, CALLED A 
OOLOS8AL OURSE. 


Such Is the Epithet Applied by Mr. Mo- 
Creary to the White Metal Statute= 
Sharp Questions of Bland Parried in a 
Skillfal Manner—Catchings of Missis- 
sippi Also Pleads Strongly for Repeal— 
Wild Talk of Southern Men—Currency 
in Circulation Largely Increased. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 19.—The debate 
in the House today was rather uninteresting, 
although the speakers were worthy of more 
attention than they received. Mr. McCreary 
of Kentucky, aside from his forensic ability, 
should have been heard for the reason that he 
is one of the members of the .monetary con- 
ference. He spoke for the unconditional re- 


peal of the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act, and argued that the postponement of the 
meeting of the conference was in the interest 


of bimetallism. 

Mr. Catchings of Mississippiis the second 
member of the Committee on Rules,the spokes- 
man of that committee on the floor, and his 
remarks were significant as to the action of 
that body. When he, without quip or quib- 
ble, came out without reservation or reserve 
for the unconditional repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman bill the hopes of 
the anti-silver men were strengthened. 

Mr. McCreary, who opened the debate to- 


day, said: 

It mattered not how gentlemen might differ in 
opinion as to what had ae on the trouble 
which now existed. They alia the trouble 
was widespread and full of peril to the country. 
He had voted against the passage of the Sher- 
man act. That act had been a failure and a 
colossal curse. The purchasing clause of the 
bill should be immediately repealed and uncon- 
ditionally. Let the free coinage bill stand on its 
own merits. He was heartily in favor of the 
Wilson bill. Let the purchasing clause be re- 

aled and then other legislation could follow. 
The Wilson bill did not demonetize silver or 
strike down the double standard. He was here 
as a friend of silver and not as its enemy. He 
was in favor of international bimetallism. The 
United States could not afford to adopt a free 
coinage policy now. The only path to free coin- 
age was through international agreement, and 
the only way to reach that th was to repeal 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman act. As a 
bimetallist he didnot wish to see this country 
relegated to a silver pasis. 

Bland Asks Questions. 

Mr. Bland inquired whether the gentie- 
man’s position was that unless every European 
nation was in favor of silver he would be in 
favor of a single gold standard. 

Mr. McCreary replied he was today as much 
in favor of silver as was the gentleman from 
Missouri, and he was in favor of traveling 
over the only road which led to the free coin- 
age of gold and the free coinage of silver. 

Mr. Bland inquired why the International 
Monetary conference had postponed its meet- 
ing from May until November. 

Mr. McCreary replied that it had been post- 
poned in order to allow the policy of bimetal- 
lism to grow in England. It had been post- 
poned in the interest of bimetallism. 

Mr. Bland asked whether the gentleman 
had said that the meeting of the conference 
had been postponed for the purpose of de- 
monetizing silver in this country. 

Mr. McCreary then said earnestly: 


I decline to yield to the gentleman if he insists 
on misrepresenting my position. I have already 
stated that the postponement was in the interest 
of bimetallism. Continuing his speech Mr. Mc- 
Creary expressed his regret that the question of 
a change of ratio between gold and silver had 
been injected into the discussion. He had no 
sympathy with those who desired to change the 
ratio f 16 tol to 20tol. To change the 
ratio would be to strike down and destroy every 
prospect of international agreement and dis- 
credit every dollar of silver in the United States. 
The first duty of Congress was to act without de- 
lay, repeal the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act ; the second duty was to let free coinage alone 
for the present; its third duty was to stand by a 
patriotic President in his efforts to advance the 
pocspestiy of the people and the welfare of the 

ation. 

Catchings for Honest Money. 


Mr. Catchings (Dem., Miss.) said: 

He would vote for the unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman act. and he 
would vote against any proposition on or 
indiréctly looking to the free coinage of silver 
in this country at this time at any ratio that 
could be suggested. He had come to this deter- 
mination after careful consideration and after a 
careful study of the Chicago platform... Hes 
by every plank of the Chicago platform, but that 
platform nowhere demanded the free coinage of 
silver at this time. He was in favor of the repeal 
of the purchaging clause of the Sherman act, be- 
cause it would tend to restore confidence. He 
would go furgher and say that it would unlock 
the money that had been hoarded up. 

Mr. Livingston (Dem., Ga.), said: 

He favored bimetallism, and the plain question 
now presented was between a single gold stand- 
ard and bimetallism. The bill for the repeal of 
the purchasing clause did not place the Demo- 
cratic party where the Chicago platform pro- 
posed to leave it. He denied that the purchasi 
clause was responsible for the present financial 
and business trouble. Who were now howling 
for relief? The farmers? They had ceased to be 
calamity howlers. They had been squeezed until 
there was no more to squeeze from them. 
The howl now came from the banks and the 

kers. It was proposed by placing the United 
States on a le ld standard to put this 
country into the hands of a receiver and turn it 
over to England. He made the prediction that if 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman act 
were repealed the price of products in this 
country would not be increased. The gentleman 
entucky (Mr. McCreary) had spoken in 
favor of an international monetary conference. 
Why not have ap interstate monetary conference? 
“He that provided not for his own- househoid 
hath denied his faith and was worse than an in- 
fidel.” Congress was now endeavoring to hitch 
the horse to the wrong end of the cart. 

Mr. Richards (Dem., Ohio) believed that 
President Grover Cleveland was right in at- 
tributing to the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman bill the present business depression. 

The House then took a recess, 


For a Ratio and Free Silver. 


After the recess Mr. Curtis (Rep., Kas.) 
spoke in support of the Wilson bill, but in a 
conservative manner. .He was in favor of a 
ratio of 20 to 1, and he would then establish 
a commission with authority to change the 
ratio at any time it was found to be too large 
or toosmall. Then let the Secretary of the 
Treasury be authorized to coin the silver 
bullion now in the Treasury. The serious ob- 
jection which he had to the pending measure 
was that it made no provision for the coinage 
vf this bullion when the people were asking 
for more money. 

Mr. Broderick (Rep., Kas.) spoke in favor 
of bimetallism and prosperity, which terms 
he regarded as almost synonymous. The 

reat mass of the people had no voice in the 

xing of the financial policy, and the United 
States should not be coerced on this question 
by any other nation. 

Mr. Clark (Dem., Mo.) addressed the House 
in favor of free coinage. To demonetize sil- 
ver was to confiscate one-half of the property 
of the United States. Quoting the language 
of Lincoln he declared that ‘‘ You can foo] 
part of the people all the time, and fool all the 
people part of the time, but you cannot fool 
all the people all the time,”’ aud the Demo. 
cratic party could not do so in its platform. 
The go d bug said to this Congress the metals 
should be divorced at the behest of England, 
the bully of all nations. One hyndred and 
seventeen years ago this country had declared 
its political independence, and some gentle- 
men had now the audacity to believe that the 
time had come when she should declare her 
financial independence and be free indeed.

Unemployed New. York. Workmen Hold a 
Rather Tame Meeting in Union Square 
and Listen to Speeches Advising Them 
to Obey the Laws and Have Nothing to 

De with Anarchists=—Police Are on 

Hand but They Are Not Needed to Pre- 
serve Order. 

New York, Aug. 19.—[Special. }—The mass- 
meeting in Union’ Square this evening was 
tame, It was not of large proportions and 
the enthusiasm was mild. Apparently about 
2,000 unemployed workingmen marched to 
Union Square, where in mass-meeting they 
listened to speeches. Their numbers were 
augmented by probably 2,000 or 3,000 more 
sightseers. 

,The meeting was advertised to begin at 8 
o'clock. The silent procession from Golden 
Rule Hall resembled a funeral processien. 
The route was up Allen street to Second 
avenue, to Thirteenth street, to Fourth 
avenue, to Union Square. Emma Goldman 
was in line. Neither Ury nor Barondess knew 
of her presence. Had they known it she would 
not have marched. Ury and Barondess took 
possession of the cottage platform facing the 
plaza and, when the procession reached 
Union Square, instructed the policeman at the 
gate not to admit MissGoldman. Ury had 
asked her during the day to stay away. She 
replied : 

“I will speak, they can arrest me if they 
please, but they cannot shut my mouth.” She 
made an early attempt to get on the platform, 
but was restrained. 

Adolph Ury announced the of the 
meeting. ‘* We are assembled here,” he said, 
“to discuss why we are hungry and to pro- 
claim that fact to the world. "hose who are 
known to me as reasonable men will be 
allowed to speak. One reason for hunger is 
that clothing is made in Sing Sing prison for 
2)¢ cents a day, while we can get no work.”’

Joseph Barondess visited Golden Rule Hall 
and said to the meeting: ‘*‘ The Superintend- 
ent of Police told me to deliver this message: 
If the meeting and parade were conducted 
in an orderly manner and no incend 
speeches were made the police would not in- 
terfere, but if there is any disorder or incen- 
diary talk the meeting will be stopped imme- 
diately.””

STRIKING MINERS CAUSE TROUBLE. 


Thousands Are Idle and a Serious Riot Is 
Feared. 

Lonpon, Aug. 19.—The struggle between 
miners and mine-ownersis no nearer settlement 
than three weeks ago, when the strike began. 
In the.midland counties alone fully 500,000 
colliers are idle; in South Wales the situation 
is so critical that more than 2,000 infantry, 
beside cavalry and a mule battery, have been 
collected from Plymouth and other military 
centers since Thursday in anticipation of min- 
ers’ riots. Yesterday 10,000 miners marched 
from Monmouthshire to Merthiervale, twenty- 
two miles northwest of Cardiff. They rioted in 
the parish and its environs, smashed windows, 
and battered buildings. A dispatch from 
Pont y Pridd 9 ht says that troops have 
been sent to Merthiervale,as more trouble 
threatens there. 

Thirty thousand strikers plan to begin to- 
morrow afternoon or evening their march 
from the Rhonda Valley over mountains 
to Ebbw vale, where, despite the repeated 
threats cf the strikers to punish scabs, many 
miners are still at work. Troops occupy a 
position near the mines threatened and will 
advance to stop the invaders. Eleven 
thousand Fifeshire miners will go out Monday.

The only thing that will be necessary to make 
the World’s Fair regatta of the Lincoln Park 
Yacht club next Saturday the biggest thing ever 
held in Chicago will be a good sailing 
breeze. For: the Regatta committee of the 
club has left nothing undone to make 
this affair. a grand event and everything 
has gone well with the preparations. As the race 
is a free-for-all affair, and boats hailing from 
other ports have been invited to enter, from a 
point of numbers the race will be the largest 
regetta ever held on the lakes.

The yachts of the Columbia Yacht club, which 
have been ona cruise to Green Bay ever since the 
early part of August, will be here in time to take 
part.

Torrxa, Kas., Aug. 19.—One of the most 
disastrous bank - failures in Kansas is that of 
the Finney County Farmers’ Bank. From 
careful estimates of its assets it is shown that 
it will not be able to pay more than 26 per 
cent of its deposits, and in the opinion of 
State Bank Commissioner Breidenthal its 
officers should be prosecuted for swindlmg. 

The bank is the successor of the Finney 
County National Bank, which when it was in 
a failing condition last winter was converted 
into a State Bank. 

It appears that 144 11-15 shares of stock 
had been issued. Some of this was credited 
to Eastern stockholders of the defunct 
national bank, and the balance was held in 
Garden City and vicinity. Of thelocal stock- 
holders but two were responsible persons, and 
their stock had largely been transferred to 
‘‘ straw men,” which enables them to escape 
suit for the indebtedness of the bank. Com- 
missioner Breidenthal has advised that all the 
depositors and stockholders of the old 
national bank are responsible for the in- 
debtedness of the State bank, as the two con- 
cerns are in fact. though not in name, one 
and the same.

The New York importer sells his gold ata 
premium of 144 to 2 percent on its arrival 
and that ex sthe difference between the 
import rate of exchange and the price to 
which it is inflated.’ He is thus enabled to 
pay a higher premium for his exchange. 

** The Chicaao importer buys New York ex- 
change at, say, $20 discount. He orders his 
money in New York credited to him in Lon- 
don. and orders gold bought with it, which, 
by the way, is sold as bullion, and the price is 
about 768s *10d per ounce for double 
eagles and 78s kd for bars. The 
discount of $20%n New York exchange, for 
the Chicago man equals the premium defived 
by the - New York man from thesale of his gold 
and thus enables the former, like the New- 
Yorker, to pay the high rate for cable trans- 
fers. Using New YorR exchange at $20 dis- 
count to bring gold o lands the metal in 
Chicago,with ail expenses of insurance, ocean 
and land freight and commissions paid, at a 
profit of about 1 per cent, with the cable 
transfer costing 488. 


The Effect Is Soon Felt. 


** Now, what is the effect of the importation? 
In the first place it cuts New York out as 
the middleman in the shipment of produce. 

. We go right over the head of New York and 
get our money direct from London. In the 
second place, it gets around the disagreeable 
situation created by New .York’s unwilling- 
ness to give up the currency and Chicago's 
unwillingness to have any serious friction 
over the question. Next, it moves the prod- 
ucts, and that is what is wanted, and next, it 
helps the return of confidence, and 
the banks are vitally interested 
in that. It adds to our circulation and puts 
new money into trade. Lastly, the operation 
of importing gold each time it has been un- 
dertaken has taken a great lot of exchange 
off the market and raised the price nearer 
par, and thus has freed business of some of 
its fetters. 

‘‘ The banks and Armour & Co. have been 
deeply interested in bringing about these re- 
suits. It is not a philanthropic interest, 
either. They have made money by it. In 
normal times it would not bedone. But it 
has been done and with the effect that while 
many other large cities have practically 
stopped payment of curréney, Chicago, part- 
ly owing to these gold éxports, isin the best 
condition of any American city.

On Commercial Arbitration. 

H. H. Aldrich,a member of the Board of 
Trade, followed in a paper on “ Commercial 
Arbitration.” Mr. Aldrich’s paper was chiefly 
an account of the workings of the committees 
of arbitration “and appeals of the Chicago 
Trade, after which like commit- 
tees of most other similar organizations 
are modeled. In the last twenty years 
1,000 disagreements arising 
between members in regard to transactions 


F : have, been decided by the committees. Less 


than one-third of the cases heard by the arbi- 
tration committee have been appealed. But 
“small percentage of the cases appealed were 
reversed by the appeal committee. The total 
amognt involved in the cases heard in the last 
three years was $70,000. No lawyer is 
aed to appear -before the committees. The 
average amount in each case involved was 
$600, the average cost $20. Commenting on 
the economy of this method of settiing 
differences, Mr. Aldrich said the saving in 
Money was nothing to thesaving in time, The 
@fises were usually settled within two days, 
whereas if they had been taken to the Cook 
County courts the minimum time would have 
been a year before a decision could have 
been reached. The advantages of commer-

Italy Demands Reparation. 

It is impossible that there should not be a 
serious quarter of an hour somewhere in this 
business bétweea France and Italy which has 
so suddenly sprung into bloody prominence. 
Nearly ten years ago I had a chance to see for 
myself how bitterly the influx of Italian 
workmen was resented in Provence, where, 
even as cholera patients, they got the 
cold shoulder. One may be sure 
that the last decade, with its stiff accentuation 
of bad terms between the two govern nents, has 
not made these swarms of invading * dagos”’ 
more welcome. Those who know the modern 
French laborer, his conceit, arrogance, and 
continual tricky disloyalty to his employer, 
will not be surprised that the Italian sup- 
plants him on his own ground. 

This year the great salt works scattered 
over the low district between Nimes and Mar- 
seilles is depending almost wholly on Italian 
labor. ‘Accounts published in Paris gravely 
set forth that the wicked Italians, not content 
with this advantage, tried to kill what 
few remaining Frenchmen were in the 
works. Rome, however, seems disinclined 
to take this view of the case, and 
has sent the Italian Consul-General up from 
Marseilles to invesiigate, and has lodged a 
prompt demand for reparation. Accounts are 
gréatly confused, but it seems to be anywhere 
from twenty to sixty dead Italians and a 
whole regiment of wounded ones. All Ital- 
ians employed in the district have been dis- 
missed and are flocking down to Marseilles, 
where hostile excitement is running so high 
that troops are called out to preserve order. 

Berlin More Stirred than Rome. 

Berlin is said to be even more stirred up 
about the affair than Rome is, and for a toler- 
ably good reason. Italy’s capital is a long 
way from the center of things, and knows lit- 
tle about war and cares less. But Berlin is 
nothing but a mass of ganglia of politico- 
military nerves. Some readers may remember 
the tremendous sensation in May, 1889, when 
it was announced that King Humbert was go- 
ing to accompany Young William to Stras- 
burg. French press promptly raised 
sucha frightening racket of protests and 
threats that the visit was at once abandoned, 
and it was even denied that it was ever in- 
tended. It happens now that something 
‘much of the same sort is arranged 
for the next month. The Crown 
Prince of Italy is to be the guest 
of the German Emperor at.the maneuvers in 
Alsace-Lorraine, and the fact that French ed- 


ttors would talk bitterly about this has been 


foreseen, not without apprehension, in both 
Berlin and Rome. To this likelihood of a 
strained situation is now added the complica- 
tion of a big racial riot, witha lot of Italian 
bloodshed on French soil. It has its dis- 
tinctively ugly side. 

Strike of the Miners. 

The great coal strike, which now involves 
in ‘actual strikers over 500,000 men, begins 
to take. on exciting aspects in places. It is 
far too big a thing jo be grasped as an entity. 
Centers of interest are widely separated like 
the headquarters of different a:mies, some of 
which retreat while others advance, There 
seems to be a dozen separate grounds 
for strikes in as many localities. The ex- 
tremes being the Midlands, where the men 
are striking against the 40 per cent reduetion 
in wages, and South Wales, where the strikers 
demand 20 per cent increase. No one hears 
of disorder in the Midlands, though there 
are plenty of stories of pathetic destitution. 
The Welshmen, - however, are making up 
for this by. extremely spirited. behavior, 
so spirited indeed that 4,000 fresh troops 
have been sent posthaste into the principal 
city, and it is expected that more will be 
needed. Eam toid by a Welsh mine-owner 
that most of the trouble there 
is made, not by the Welsh 
at all, but by roving young Englishmen, 
mostly unmarried, who form a large section 
of hauliers, and are always ready to seizea 
pretext to quit work. The strike of the haul- 
iers involves idleness for colliers and so the 
present mischief has been wrought. The 
rights in the Ebbw Valley, where the invad- 
ing strikers gotasound drubbingfrom the 
natives who desired to work, are only too 
likely to be rénewéd ona larger scale Mon- 
day unless a heavy military force is sent.

The other persons 
who were comprised in 
the Panama scandals 
will probably be elect- 
ed with the exception, 
perhaps, of Floquet, 
who is strongly antag- 
onized in Paris. 

Itis already possible 
to give a fairly ac- 
curate estimate of the 
general result of to- 
morrow’s elections. 

M. DUPUY. The Conservatives and 
Monarchists will probably lose sixty seats. 
The Conservative group that has accepted a 
republic as the definitive form of government 
for France, the **Conservateurs rallies,’’ as 
they are called, will gain thirty seats. The 
Radicals will lose some seats, as will also the 
Opportunists. 

The French people want a conservative re- 
public because a republican form of govern- 
ment now satisfies the entire country, except 
a few of the large cities, which will elect 
Socialists. . France would like to see new men 
in power, but wants them to be as good re- 
publicans as the men who are now managing 
the government. As the form of government 
of the country is not at stake the mass of the 
people take no interest in the struggle. 

When you are dealing with so uncertain a 
political element as public opinion surprises 
are always possible. For my part I donot 
believe that we will have one tomorrow.

Pledges Must Be Fulfilled. 


The Welsh members went so far as to send 
Mr. Gladstone a sort of ultimatum to the 
effect that unless Welsh disestablishment 
should be the next measure proposed by the 
government they would slip from under at 
the last moment and leave home rule and the 
ministry in the lurch. The Scotch Liberal 
members after a party conference made 
known their demands to the Premier ina 
similar although somewhat less menacing 
manner, The English Radicals, who, under 
the leadership of the incalculable Mr. Labou- 
chere, have been regarded with growing ap- 
prehension ever since the beginning of the 
home rule fight, insist that the parish coun- 
cils bill must be passed at the autumn session 
of Parliament, even though all other govern- 
ment business go to the wall. 

Of all the malcontents the Welsh threaten 
most vigorously and are inost keenly feared, 
as the withdrawal of their thirty votes would 
leave Mr. Gladstone with a majority of hardly 
ten, and would render impossible the con- 
tinued existence of the government. Their 
open revolt has been deferred for the time 
being by divisions among themselves, 4s well 
as by the appealing remonstrances of the 
Liberal whips. The Scotchmen have been 
placated by a letter from Mr. Gladstone to 
the effect that their demands shall be duly 
considered when the time for determining the 
course’of government business shall come. 
Mr. Gladstone has also promised privately 
that he will have appointed a select Parlia- 
mentary committee to consider the financial 
relations of Scotland towards the rest of the 
United Kingdom. This promise was a trump 
card, as the Scotchmen complain almost un- 
ceasingly that they pay too much and get too 
little in the national economy. 

To the protesting Radicals Mr. Gladstone 
has said merely: “‘ Wait.”” This advice is not 
grateful to Mr. Labouchere and before start- 
ing for Marienbad to enjoy a vacation and 
take the waters he expressed his displeasure 
in a manifesto to his constituents. In this 
manifesto he condemns the legislative plan 
of applying the closure relentlessly in 
the final stages of the home _ rule 
bill and the estimates and advo- 
cates the dropping of the home rule bill until 
1894 in order that the autumn session may 
be devoted to the Newcastle program. 


Gladstone Keeps to His Straight Course. 


Despite the yelling of this quarrelsome pack 
at his heels Mr. Gladstone in apparent seren- 
ity holds to.his course straight ahead and 
keeps to himself whatever vexation and mis- 
givings his diversified following causes him. 
He plans now that the final vote on the whole 
bill shall be taken Aug. 31. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, leader of the Liberal Unionists, de- 
clares confidently that the House will be 


j kept sitting until November, when the gov- 


ernment will be forced to prorogation or 
more probably dissolution. Mr. Chamber- 
lain has abandoned his proposed trip with 
Mrs. Chamberlain to America in September 
in order that he may be hereto fight in the 
last ditch. He intends to move some time 
during the fall a vote of censure and to chal- 
lenge the government to dissolve Parliament. 


Still Have Faith in the Navahoe. 


The repeated defeats of Boyal Phelps Car- 
roll’s Navahoe have not abated the keen inter- 
est felt by yachtsmen in the coming matches 
between it and the Prince of Wales’ Britannia. 
The friends of Mr. Carroll say that in these 
matches it will show qualities which it has 
failed to display in the races with three or four 
competitors. In a letter to the Times a United 
States naval officer points out that the Nava- 
hoe won each race sailed by it against a single 
opponent instead of against a fleet. 

“Tt was in the interest of the English 
yachts racing against the Navahoe,”’ he adds 
“to prevent in any way possible its winning.

DR. MIQUEL CONTROLS 


FINAL OBSTRUCTION TO HIS FINAN- 


OIAL POLIOY I8 REMOVED, 


New Secretary of the Imperial Treasury, 
Count Werner, Is in Harmony with His 
Views=Federal States Said to Have 
Agreed on Doubling the Tax on Busi- 
ness Transactions=Russia Feels Severely 
the Tariff War with Germany=—Pians to 
Assist the Distressed Land-Owners.

‘Beriin, Aug. 19.—Count Posadovsky Wer- 
ner, the successor of Baron Yon Maltzahn as 
Secretary of the Imperial Treasury, will as- 
sume the duties of the office Sept. 1. On the 
same day Baron von Maltgahn will give a 
farewell banquet to the officials of the 'Treas- 
ury and other government departments. 

With the retirement of Baton von Maltzahn 
from the head of the Treasury is supposed to 
vanish whatever element of obstruction the 
policy of Dr. Miquel, Prussian Minister of 
Finance, could meet in the official circle. It 
may be that Baron von Maltzahn is obtuse, 
but he has been a highly honorable Minister. 
He would have willingly placed himself en 
rapport with Dr. Miquel, but the latter, hav- 
ing a difficult task before hitm in arranging 
the new taxation schemes, required another 
man. 

The new Secretary of the Treasury will in- 
augurate his career by presiding over a series 
of conferences to be held by delegates from 


_ the Federated States on the néw taxation prop- 


ositions. According to the semi-official press 
all the Federal States have now agreed that 
the tax on business transactions shall be 
doubled, and a graduated tax be imposed on 
wines and tobacco. The pro 1 to place a 
tax on advertisements, which never met with 
general support, has been entirely withdrawn 
from consideration. 

The government became convinced that the 
placing of a tax on d@vertisements. would ad- 
versely affect the business interests of the 
country, and consequently. it has. abandoned 
this proposed method of raising money. 

Mejority Will Support Dr, Miquel. 

The Vossische-Zeitung says that the new ex- 
penditures incurred, or to be incurred through 
the adoption of the army bill, necessitates the 
raising of only 100,000,000 marks by new 
imposts, but it is certain that Dr. Miquel will 
find a majority in the Reichstag for whatever 
measures he may propose, provided the new 
taxation be so distributed as to weigh little on 
the people who cannot ,bear further burdens. 

What was expected of Dr. Miquel was that 
he would effect a complete reorganization of 
the fiscal system of the empire rather than a 
clever manipulation of the system to the end 
of securing further taxation. Outside of the 
official papers, which, of course, may be de- 
pended upon to argue in favor of 
any project the government may 
broach, the financial plans decided 
upon, so faras they have been revealed, ex- 
cited the keenest hostile criticism. 

Count Posadovosky Werner’s appointment 
to the Imperiab Secretaryship of the Treasury 
helps to widen the breach already existing 
between Germany and Russia, caused mainly 
by the customs tariff war now being waged 
between the two powers, The hew representa- 
tive is a Pole, and it is supposed that his sen- 
timentsare anti-Russian. He is in close relation 
to the German Agrarian party, and it is there- 
fore not likely that he will assist to bring 
about a reversal uf the negotiations with Rus- 
sia looking to the adoption of a comniercial 


‘treaty. 


Russia Feels the Tariff War. 

The tariff war remains in statu quo. Con- 
current advices from every cuoummercial 
center show that Russia is feeling the pinch of 
the war severely. Throughout Southern 
Russia the prices of all grains are falling. 
Good rye, which costs 75 copeks per pound to 
produce, is selling at the same price. The 
cost of production threatens te shartly exceed 
the market value. The land owners who are 
weighed down with debts incurred through the 
grain famine of last year can neither raise 
further loans to pay the installments of their 
debts now due nor sell their grain at a price 
that will permit them to meet their obliga- 
tions. 

De Witte, the Russian Minister of Finance, 
has summoned to St. Petersburg the Chief 
Provisional Treasurer to confer with the 
directors of the Imperial Bank of Russia on 
measures to assist the distressed land owners 
and farmers. The land owners have petitioned 
the government to support their appeal to the 
land banks for six months’ grace to meet their 
engagements. 

The conference between the Imperial Bank 
directors and the Provincial Treasurers will 
open Tuesday next. It is reported that sev- 
eral of the officials who will take part in this 
conference mean to demand that De Witte’s 
policy be entirely reversed'and the tariff war 
be stopped at once. It is said that these offi- 
cials believe that it will only be possible to re- 
lieve the distress by securing the reopening of 
the German markets to Russian products, The 
extraordinary tariff now imposed upon Rus- 
sian grain amounts practically to the prohib- 
itation of its importation. ’ 

Treatment of Cholera in Berlin. 

Since the alleged cases of cholera in this 
city have been traced to a single source the 
people of Berlin have dismissed the matter as 
no concern of theirs. Each case of reported 
cholera proved to have béen due to the 
person affected having eaten tainted 
meat imported from districts in Rus- 
sia in. which genuine . cholera has 
prevailed. Russo-Polish working people are 
numerous in the eastern districts of Berlin 
and they have exceedingly limited notions in 
regard to the sanitation, 

The newspapers warn the Germans who 
come in contact with them while working to 
watch them closely for symptoms of illness 
and to get aid from the authorities should 
such symptoms occur, and to isolate such 
persons affected. The police are disinfecting 
and watching the Russian emigrants who 
continue to arrive from cholera districts from 
which immigration was supposed to have 
been checked. 

Program for the Army Maneuvers. 

The program has been completed for the 
army maneuvers at Metz, Special interest is 
manifested in these maneuvers. A review by 
the Emperor of the Eighth Army Corps will 
be held at Treves Sept. 2. The corps will 
then advance on Metz against the Sixteenth 
Army Corps. The operutions will take place 
with a trilateral formed by Treves, Metz, and 
Saar-Louis. The final encounter will occurat 
Metz. Emperor William, the Crown Prince 
of Italy, and the other royal personages who 
will attend the maneuvers, as guests of the 
Emperor, will stay at the Chateau d’Urville, 
twelve miles from Metz. 

Chance for a Cable Company. 

The company that will propose to lay a 
cable between Australia and California will 
obtain a subsidy from the German Govern- 
ment to sections between the Fiji and Samoan 
Islands and the Samoan Islands and Honolulu.

As America is no parallel for 
crowded and filthy villages and cities for the 
continent it ought easily to keep cholera out- 
side its sea quarantine cities. 


Coal Strike Apt to Last. 


The great coal strike isnow on in almost 
every coal district in England and is almost 
certain to last until the end of September. 
Work is really going forward in Northumber- 
land and the Durham miners who ballot 
Sunday will probably decide against the 
strike. Work is going on in South 
Wales, but nothing is really accomplishing, 
because riots are of daily occurrence and the 
police and military are liable to he over- 
whelmed at any time. The scarcity of coal is 
making itself felt in great manufacturing con- 
cerns, The price of household coal has gone 
up in London, but, as there is no need 
of any fires at this time of the year 
outside of the kitchen, strikers have se- 
lected a most unfortunate time and can 
hardly hope for success, Their shrewdest 
leaders counseled against striking when the 
market was filling, but were overruléd, Then 
even should masters give’ up the reduction 
which caused the strike there will be a heavy 
loss among the miners and families. 

Closure on Home Rule Bill. 

The closure resolution of which Gladstone 
has given notice in connection with the pres- 
ent stage of the home rule bill was, as I : 
nounced last week, a foregone. conclusion. The 
Unionists determined not t@ allow a report 
at this stage to beconcl except by closure, 
Their anxiety that it should’ be compulsorily 
terminated was quite as’) Ween as that 
of the Liberals whem the rumor 
got abroad Wednesday that Ministers 
hoped to bri these debates to a conclusion 
at the end of month without applying any 
exceptional measures. Chambesjain imme- 
diately gave an interview, in ich he de- 
clared that the Unionists would fight the bill 
until Christmas if necessary. id interview 
seems deliberately intended to provoke 
closure, as Chamberlain himself wants to 
go t) America and wishes the session ended. 
He cannot leave until estimates are finished. 
There is no doubt that the Ministry will be 
compelled to create a new precedent in par- 
liamentary procedure by passing a special 
resolution later on closuring estimates also 
en bloc, - 

Gladstone, who has great regard for free- 
dom of debate in Parliament, would resort to 
these expedients only under the imperative 
pressure of circumstances, speaking privately 
on the subject, said that the Unionists in their 
desire to obstruct or defeat home rule by any 
and every means had this session dealt a blow 
at the smooth working of parliamentary in- 
stitutions from which he saw no hope of their 
completély recovering. This conviction is 
widely shared. 

Heat Works a Dress Revolution. 

The belief of those who.study current poli- 
tics in England is that when the * ques- 
tion is out 6f the way there’ will be a plete 
upheaval of parties in Great Britain and that a 
fierce struggle will ensue for the abolition of 
the lords and the denudation of monarchy of 
the last vestiges of its powers. It is to post- 
pone this struggle that the Tories ate trying 
to defeat home rule. 

The intense heat of the last ten days has 
done more to relax old formal notions about 
proper dress in the House of Commons than 
an ordinary evolution of twenty years. The 
House during the last six years had already 
succeeded in getting rid of the superstitions 
that the stovepipe hat was indispensable to 
the due discharge of legislative functions and 
that the black frock coat and dark trousers 
were inseparable from the dignity of mem- 
bers of Parliament. Even these innovations 
were looked upon askance. Members who 
dared to wear a suit of gray when it was nine- 
ty in the shade did so apologetically. Ten 
days of heat as nearly tropical as can be im- 
agined in these high latitudes ‘have 
brought about a sartorial revolution. 
In Parliament the first sign of the change 
came in the shape of a pair of white drill 
trousers worn by a new member. The speaker 
is understood to have gasped when this inno- 
vator, Bowles, had the audacity to walk up the 
floor in full sight of the House wearing these 
unprecedented trousers. Onee the ice 
was broken members were in for an orgie of 
rational dress all told. Ideas of Parliamentary 
sobriety were cast aside and several. members 
appeared with new fashionable silk waistbands 
instead of waistcoats. At first these were of 
harmless black, but Austen Chamberlain 
startled the House by appearing in one of 
flaming red and yellow stripes, which 
he actually exposed to view in a most daring 
manner, apparently to fascinate the oc. 
upants of the ladies’ gallery. Competition in 
violent colors in waistbands now set in, but 
no one has been able to approach the blazing 
hues of young Chamberlain. As heat got 
worse members became more reck- 
less. An Irish member sat in his 
place in a white straw hat. The next 
day twenty members donned the same head- 
gear. Flannel trousers have now become. 
almost as common in Paritament. Last even- 
ing Stanhope, late Secretary of War, appeared 
in a front position bench wearing a tennis 
shirt and trousers and tennis shoes, his only 
concession to Parliamentary prejudice con- 
sisting in a black coat, which tended rather to 
throw the other parts of his costume into 
more striking relief. 

Anti-Alcoholic Congress. 

At the anti-alcoholic congress at Hague it 
seems thata number of wolves in sheep’s 
clothing have thrust themselves into the con- 
ference and been advocating the use of intoxi- 
eants to. the grievous distress of a 
great majority of the delegates. First it was 
Sir Dyce Duckworth, who read a long and la- 
bored paper advocating alcoholic beverages 
at all meals. Hesaid alcohol was not only 
not injurious, but actually beneficial; 300 
delegates representing England, Germany, 
France. Holland, Switzerland, and America 
listened in uneasy silence and mingled some 
applause and many hisses when Sir Dyce left 
the platform. Then came Dr. Ruysch, a Hol- 
land delegate, advocating public cafés for 
the sale of light beer. He was 
by several delegates from France and Ger. 
many, who heartily indorsed his conclusions, 
The congress seems to have accomplished 
nothing, except in giving delegates an oppor- 
tunity to air each his particular views..

Since the India council sold drafts one- 
fourth of a penny below the minimum rate 
of sixteéh pence, Indian exchange has de- 
clined sharply, yet the movements of ex- 
changes have hardly affected the price of sil- 
ver in London. An important fact in-con- 
nection with the silver crisis, and one which 
increases the distrust of the recommendations 
of the Lord Herschell committee is that the 
closing of tlie India mints to free coinage of 
silver has not caused the imports of silver to 
cease nor given the expected impetus to the 
imports of gold. The mints were closed on 
June 26. During the next six weeks the sil- 
ver shipments from Europe to India amounted 
to £583,200, against £948,300 during the 
corresponding period of 1892. 

This decrease in exports to India, however, 
was more than balanced by the increase of 
silver shipments to China and the Straits. In 
the same six weeks of 1893 the latter 
amounted to £817,500 or £475,000 more 
than during the corresponding period of 
1892. 

“Thé consumption of silver,” says the 
Statist, “does not and will not abate. The 
recent fall was due to the policy of the Indian 
Government and was not the consequence of 
a cessation of the demand.” 

Effest of Gold Shipments to America. 

The continuation of gold shipments to the 
United States is expected to cause shortly a 
rise of the Bank of England’s rate to 5 or 
even 6 per cent, Some Canadians as well as 
many United States financial firms are seek- 
ing to negotiate loans in London. The bank- 
ers heré, however, hesitate to let their money 
go as they fear the extension of the present 
business troubles in America. Even Boston 
banks of high standing, which offer as security 
bonds’ of the State of Massachusetts, are 
treated cautiously. 

Intense Heat in England. 

The heat bas been intense during the last 
week. Yesterday the thermometers regis- 
tered 93° in the shade. At Greenwich 
observatory the mercury got up to 93° in the 
shade and 106° in thesun, Today the weather 
is sothe 20° cooler. Many sunstrokes~ have 
been reported during the week. People have 
been driven to the seashore in unusual num- 
bers and consequently bathing accidentg have 
multiplied beyond precedent. More than 100 
persons have been drowned at the seashore 
and inland lakes since last Saturday. The 
newspapers say that in twenty years England 
has not had another such a period of mid- 
summer suffering. 

Weather Affiicts Queen Victoria, 

Queen Victoria has been affected by the 
weather as in no foriner years. She has 
passed hours trying to find, in the summer- 
house in the Osborne Park, relief from the 
heat. Punkah and other tropical appliances 
for cooling the air have been in constant use 
around her. In the evening she has drivenin 
the most densely shaded parts of the grounds. 
Although apparently she has suffered no de- 
cline of her general health her physicians ad- 
vise thatshe should go to Balmoral for a 
change of air as soon as possible.

Suicide of Fred C. Mastin, a Western Man- 
ager of Nebraska. 

Hastixeas, Neb.} Aug. 19.—[Special.}|—This 
morning the body .of Fred C. Mastin, local 
manager of the Western Union Telegraph 
company, was found in a grove northwest of 
town with a bullet through the temple. Last 
night an official of the telegraph company 
dropped in and beganto “check up’’ the 
office. In a few minutes Mastin left the 
office and, after sending some money to his 
wife. wandered off to the northwest. He 
borrowed a revolver from a friend late at 
night, saying some one had undertaken to 
hold him up.

RAILROADS MAY YET,REDUCE RATES. 
ae i 


New Proposition to Make Half Fare Rates 
for Dilinois Day. 

All hopes of a reduction in rates for Illinois 

day at the World’s Fair Aug. 24 by the West- 


-ern railroads has not yet vanished. There is 


still a chance that half fare rates will be made 
for that occasion as well as for other State 
days. The Presidents and General Managers 
of several of the Illinois roads were anything 
but pleased with the action of their General 
Passenger Agents last Thursday. In fact 
they were highly indignant over the refusal 
of the Gerieral Passenger Agents to grant at 
least half fare rates for that occasion, and 
gave the persons who defeated the proposi- 
tion to understand that unless the action 
taken last Thursday be reconsidered they may 


‘ becom pelled to withdraw from the association. 


In consequence a new proposition for making 
reduced rates for Illinois day was submitted 
to the members of the association by Chair- 
man Caldwell yesterday morning with the 
rejuest that they record their vote on the 
Se at once. The proposition is that 

alf-fare rates be made for that day from all 
points in Illinois within a radius of 300 miles 
of Chicago and that from points beyond that 
distance where the maximum rate exceeds 
$6 an additional charge of one centa mile 
may be added.- A large majority of the roads 
have already recorded their vote in favor of 
the proposition and it is understood that one 
or two have voted against it. Under therules 
of the association a unanimous vote is re- 
quired to make the reduced rate effective, but 
if it is found that there are only a few of the 
roads which have little interest in Illinois 
that oppose the proposition no attention will 
be paid to them by the big Illinois lines and 
the reduced rates will be put into effect. If 
the few sandbaggers desire to take that action 
as a pretext for withdrawing from the associa- 
tion the strong lines will offer no objection, 
there woman three of them at least who will be 
only too giad to get out of the association and 
thus be afforded a desired opportunity to 
make such rates as they desém necessary to 
bring the people to the Fair. It is hardly 
probable, however, that any of the sandbag- 
gers will have the moral courage to withdraw 
from the association beegause some of the 
roads reduced rates for Illinois day. They 
would not like to have it stated in cold type 
that they withdrew from the association for 
any-such reason as that. 


Scoring the Railroads, 


Detroit Free Press: The longer the rail- 
roads of the country defer the adoption of low 
rates to and from Chicago the less money they 
will make this year and the greater injury they 
will inflict upon the Columbian Exposition. 


Cleveland Plaindealer: The report from 
the World’s Fair now is that low fares on the 
railroads have started the long-delayed rush to 
the ‘‘ magic city.” The reports from some of the 
great railroad lines running toward Chicago are 
that trains are being taken off and expenses re- 
duced because the expected travel to the World's 
Fair has not materialized, This seeming discre 
ancy is explained by the fact that the railroads 
reducing their force did not materially reduce 
their fare. 

St. Louis Republic: The one-fare rate made 
by the Central Traffic Association has resulted in 
adding some 10,000 people to the daily arrivals 
at Chicago. Onone eve alone this week 
fifteen special trains arrived there from_ the East 
with 11,600 passengers for the Fair. This travel 
was in addition to and did not in the least inter- 
fere with the regular Be tm a business of the 
Eastern roads. The Western roads have also 
been doing a pretty good World’s Fair business 
since they uced their faresa few weeks ago, 
but the reduction was not sufficient to catch the 
masses. Although the Fair has been open nearly 
four months only one excursion train has been 
run as yet from this city to Chicago, and that was 
the train that took our Turners to Milwaukee, 
the passengers not being allowed to get off at 


Chicago.

A coRREsPoNDENT of Tue Txrisunz mikes 
an excellerit suggestion apropos of the rolling- 
chair discussion. The correspondent writes 
from the point of view “of the average deli- 
cate woman with an average purse anda 
strong desire to see as much as possible of 
this wonderful Fair.’ From this point of 
view she 1s of opinion that if the company is 
losing money it deserves to, for it has not 
served the public in any sense. Her opinion 
will be indorsed by every one who has had 
any practical experience with the chairs and 
their young gospel pushers. After a general 
protest this correspondent says: 

Any one familiar with the cab system of Paris 
knows that the single trip isso much more re- 
munerative than the hour system that the coacher 
will not take you by the hour if he can help it. 

Ifthey would rent these chairs by the day to 
the young men and adopt a reasonable rate for 
single trips they would make meney and find the 
publie only too glad to avail themselves of the 
convenience. As it is, no one is served, and a 
weary, exhausted public is growling and a con- 
cern is losing money. 

The suggestion is an excellent one. What 
the company should do is to hire the chairs to 
the pushers at a teasonable stipend per day 
and then fix a tariff at so much per hour or 
course, ranging from 25 to 50 cents. Then 
let the boys hunt their customers, and they 
will be zealous enough in finding them. With 
such a system there would be plenty of use 
for the hundreds of idle chairs. 


LESSONS FROM THE PANIC. 

Defiance of law was openly advocated last 
Friday et-meetings of workingmen and others 
in New York. One of these gatherings was 
addressed by a woman whose language sug- 
gested that she is taking advantage of the 
protection afforded by her sex to preach doc- 
trines like those which landed Johann Most 
in jail. She said “her audience was chiefly 
¥ composed of Russians, that George Gould, 
‘* Rockefeller, Sage, Vanderbilt, and others 
‘‘are as bad as the Czar and should be got rid 
“of.” And “you have all things in your 
“hands. You build the palaces and others 
‘‘ate living In them, You own the land. 
“Something must be done to rid you of this 


66 misery.” 

The working classes, whether immigrant or 
native, should not listen to inflammatory talk 
of this kind, or to orators of the “ petroleuse ”’ 
order. If cortectly informed they would 
know that the present depression in the labor 
market is not due to superabundance of capi- 
tal, but to lack of it. Labor and capital are 
related like the two hands of the individual, 
the coéperation of which is necessary to the 
welfare of the whole body. At present the 


hand called “‘capital”’ is partially paralyzed. 


and therefore unable to help the other called 
labor. Without capital labor is unpfoduc- 
tive. Capital supplics tools and materials for 
the worker to operate with and upon, and buys 
the raw materials and finds a market for the 
product. Hence, if capital be broken down 
and crippled by a money panic, destruction of 
confidence or otherwise, the result is it is un- 
able to employ labor as before. 

That is the case now. Many thousands of 
workers in this country are unemployed, and 
others but partially employed, because of the 
financial panic causing a shrinkage of capital 
that had previously kept the wage classes re- 
muneratively employed. 

The charge that the employers of ‘* capital” 
are responsible for the misery of Jabor is utter- 
ly irrational and wicked. The trvest interest 
of the capitalist is to keep men at work, be- 
cause without their help his capital has no earn- 
ing power. One capitalist may gain at the 
expense of another in speculation, but the 
community does not gain by the process and 
generally what is gained in that way is lost 
later on. But when capital sets people at 
work it makesa legitimate addition to the 
wealth of the community, and is entitled to 
its fair share of the results of the increased 
productiveness it gives to labor. 

The claim that thegrorkers own, or ought 
to own, the building erected by some of their 
number and the other property they have 
helped capital to produce is a foolishly false 
one. The workers have been paid the market 
wages for their services and by receiving that 
pay gave titletothe product of their labor 
just as truly as they gain title to food, cloth- 
ing, and fuel by paying their wages to 
those who sell the articles. And in most 
cases they were paid the full value of the 
thing produced. The business and resi- 
dence buildings in this city could not be sold 
today for anything like as much as it cost cap- 
ital to construct them. And that cost was all 
paid to labor, except a small percentage going 
to those who intelligently planned and super- 
vised or otherwise directed it, for it must be 
remembered that every bit of material enter- 
ing into the construction of house, store, or 
factory was itself a product of labor duly 
paid for. If in some cases the capitalist may 
seem to make a large profit out of the opera- 
tion he also stands the risk of a large loss, 
such as that which has made thousands of 
owners and capitalists poor in the last few 
weeks whiie not a penny was demanded back 
from the toilers on the ground that they had 
been paid more than the product of their 
labor will sell for. The hired workers have 
no more right, moral or legal, to demand pos- 
session of the property paid for by capital 
than the child has to cry for its piece of cake 
after having eaten it, and labor leaders and 
orators who preach such a doctrine are the 
worst enemies of the workingmen as well as of 
the capitalist who employs and pays labor. 
They are enemies to society and to public 
welfar3. 

What is needed for the reémployment of 
now idle workers is to get the employers on 
their feet again, which cannot be done with. 
out restoring confidence that the ¢u of 
the country will not be slumped to 58 
cent free silver coins, so that theo who 
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The people of thé United States are entitled to 
a sound and stable currency and to money recog- 
nized as such on every exchange and in every 
market in the world. Theie government has no 
right to injure them by financial experiments op- 
posed to the policy and practice of other civilized 
States. There is one important aspect of the 
subject which especially should never be over: 
looked. At times like the present, when the evils 
of unsound finance threaten us, the speculator 
may anticipate a harvest gathered from the mis- 
fortane of others, the capitalist may protect 
himself by hoarding or may even find profit in 
the fluctuation of values; but the wage-earner— 
the first to be injured by a depreciated currency 
and the last to receive the benefit of its carrec- 
tion—is practically defenseless. He relies for 
work upon the ventures of confident and con- 
tented capital. This failing him his condition is 
without alleviation, for he can neither prey on 
the misfortunes of others nor hoard his labor. 
One of the greatest statesmen our country has 
known. [Daniel Webster), speaking more than 
fifty years ago when a derangement of the cur- 
rency had eaused commercial distress, said: 

“The very man of all others who has the deep- 
est interest in a sound currency and who suffers 
most by mischievous legislation in money mat- 
ters is the man who earns his daily bread by his 
daily toil.” 

These words are as pertinent now as the day 
they were uttered, and ought to impressively re- 
mind us that a failure of the discharge of our 
duties at this time must especially injure those 
of our countrymen who labor, and who, because 
of their number and condition, are entitled tothe 
most watchful care of their government. 


WORKINGMEN’S BANK DEPOSITS. 

The cigarmakers of Union No. 14 have 
done a wise thing in withdruwing $34,000 
cash from deposit vaults and depositing it in 
banks imthis city. The reason assigned for 
the step was that if kept in the vault the 
money would draw no interest and do no 
good, and if put into banks wouldaid to some 
extent in restoring confidence in good banks. 

This is correct reasoning, and the case 
might have been stated more strongly. Be- 
sides the moral effect of the step there will bea 
direct benefit, for the money thus placed again 
in bank can be loaned and will thus become 
available for the setting of idle men to work. 
Most of the discharge of workingmen is due 
to the searcity of loanable money because of 
withdrawals from banks by scared working- 
men and others. 

It has been stated by Tus Trisune often 
that every increase of $1,000 in the capital 
available by manufacturers furnished em- 
ployment to one man, and his earnings spent 
for living necessities sets another man to 
work. At the present time the effect may be 
stated even more favorably to the cause of 
labor. The buildings and machinery plants 
already in working order but lying idle 
for lack of working capital and wage 
fund need only about $500 per capita 
of labor to seta man to work. Hence, every 
$1,000,000 restored to the banks by those 
who have hidden it away is equivalent to the 
setting of 2,000 men to work, and each of 
those requires in spending his wages for 
family necessities on the average another man 
to work in order to supply his needs. So that 
one million dollars is really effective for the 
employment of 2,000 men, and they buy 
$1,000,000 worth of goods with the wages 
received for their labor, and that will create 
work for 2,000 more men. Five million dol- 
lars of money was withdrawn by workers dur- 
ing the excitement of a few weeks ago; the 
restoration of that sum to the current of cir- 
culation would enable employers in this city 
to set at work directly and indirectly 20,000 
persons now idle, and that would make active 
a large share of all the people here who are 
involuntarily idle. 

The same rule will apply to all other cities. 
The workers who withdrew their cash from the 
banks to hide it away did the very worst thing 
they could have done for themselves, as they 
thereby crippled their employers by absorbing 
the capital on which business had been trans- 
acted in the past. 

The average employer of labor has to bor- 
row large amounts of capital, and not far 
from a third of the capital borrowed is con- 
tributed by the accumulations of savings by 
the workers. That class would suffer terribly 
ifa drop to a debased 58-cent dollar would 
cause the indebtedness of the employing class 
to be paid off in the debased dollars, and they 
would suffer additionally by the shrinkage of 
capital available for manufacturing opera- 
tions in the future. 

Other workers cannot do better than follow 
the example of the cigarmakers by putting 
their money back in the banks and then 
joining in the demand for action by Congress 
which will insure their being paid back in 
dollars each of which is equal in value to the 
dollar deposited. 


LOVELY DAYS AT THE FAIR. 

The officials at the Fair are to be congratu- 
lated that the sun has broken through the 
clouds which have lowered so long and that 
from now on it will be clear sailing, provided 
the Fair is managed judiciously and econom- 
ically. There is no reason to believe that the 
floating indebtedness cannot be wiped out, 
and payments on the bonded indebtedness 
already have begun. Many of the high sal- 
aries have been cut down, the guards and at- 
tendants have been reduced to suit the situa- 
tion, and the army of deadheads has been 
diminished one-half, and will bear still further 
cutting down. The outdoor entertainments, 
with one or two exceptions, noted elsewhere, 
have been very attractive and have helped to 
swell attendance. 

The boom of attendance is fairly on and 
will continue. Even counting Sunday, which 
should cutmo figure, the average of last week 
was over 100,000, Withoutit every day ex- 
ceeded the 100,000 mark, as will be seen by 
the following table:

Friday, which is not usually considered a 
good day, shows the largest attendance of any 
Friday since the Fair was opened. Saturday’s 
returns are not in at this writing, but as the 
attendance was very large it is not improba- 
ble that the average for the last six days will 
be about 125,000. During the remainder of 
the month, if the weather continues good, this 
average will be increased and it should close 
with an average of 150,000. Following the 
experience of all expositions the last two 
morths, September and October, will show a 
steady increase and the 200,000 mark should 
be reached and on some days surpassed. 

The prospects therefore are highly -encour- 
aging and will inspire the directors and of. 
ficials with fresh courage notwithstanding the 
tremendous obstacles against which they have 
had to contend. In spite of the jealous and 
malignant conduct of certain Easterp papers, 
the selfish, hoggish attitude of the railroads 
towards the Fair, and the 
stringency of money and the hard times all 
over the country the Fair is destined to be a 
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direction of popular education and entertain- 
ment, the value of which; not only for the 
present but for all time to come, cannot be 
estimated in dollars and cents. If judiciously 
and promptly improved, as we make no doubt 
it will be, Chicago will have the nucleus of a 
museum even and more interesting 
than that at the National Capital. 

The outcome of the preliminary meeting 
held Thursday evening is full of promise. 
A permanént committee of nine—Messrs. 
George E. Adams, Emil G. Hirsch, John A. 
Roche, Carter H. Harrison, 8. C. Eastman, E. 
C. Bartlett, Alexander C. McClurg, Robert 
McMurtry, and C, Fitz-Simons—representing 
the three divisions of the city, was appointed 
to take charge of the movement and to organ- 
ize and secure articles of incorporation from 
Springfield. Director-General Davis ap- 
pointed all his chiefs of departments a com- 
mittee to notify exhibiters that Chicago 1s in 
the field for such exhibits as they do not de- 
sire to take back with them and to make col- 
lections as speedily as is practicable, There 
is nodoubt that their canvassing will meet 
with success, Already many of the foreign 
nations as wellas the States have signified 
their willingness to contribute to the proposed 
museum. The Washingtot State Building 
with its fine exhibit practically has been ten 
dered. A large and splendid collection 
of exhibits in the Convent of La 
Rabidu, the Ethnological and Transpor- 
tation Buildings, made in South America, is 
intended for the museum. Rave plants from 
the Horticultural Building and interesting ex- 
hibits from the Fisheries Building can also be 
had for the asking. Doubtless also many fine 
exhibits in the Mining Building and objects of 
curiosity from the Midway Plaisance may be 
had. The prompt manner in which the com- 
mittees have gone to work augurs well for 
the success of the new project. They are go- 
ing to get their hare before they cook it. They 
will first secure the exhibits, The locality 
and building for them will come afterwards. 

The public-spirited citizens of Chicago will 
indorse whatever these committees may do. 
On this, as upon all other occasions when ac- 
tion has been necessary to advance the jinter- 
ests of Chicago, its citizens will act with 
unanimity and vigor. If money is needed it 
will be raised. Its people will join hands 
with the committee and push the project on 
to success. It is only necessary to know that 
this great memorial museum is within 
their power for thém to secure it 
and to make it a permanent and 
profitable advantage to the city as well as an 
honor from the educational points of view. 
The same public spirit and love of Chicago 
which secured its great libraries, ite univer- 
sity, its Art Institute, its Auditorium, and its 
beautiful parks will be exerted to secure this 
memorial museum, which will reinforce all 
the other important institutions and help 
firmly to establish the reputation of Chicago 
as the great educational center of the country. 
Let every one take a hand in booming the 
World’s Fair Memorial Museum. 


STOP THE HORRID TORTURE DANCES. 

Mr, Millet is reported to have the responsi- 
bility of designing and installing out-of-door 
entertainments for the amusement of the peo- 
ple at the World’s Fair, and his efforts in that 
direction presumably are indorsed by the offi- 
cials of the Fair, or the entertainments in 
question would not take place. Tue Tristnz 
therefore asks all concerned, the officials in 
general and Mr, Millet in particular, what 
they mean by the introduction of such sicken- 
ing and shockingly atrocious displays as the 
Indian torture dance, given a few evenings 
ago, and if they really think such a beastly 
and brutal performance tends to the edifica- 
tion of civilized persons, One of our con- 
temporaries thus describes the revolting per- 
formance: 


After going through their usual warming-up ex- 
ercises, Chief Twobites and Joe Strongback re- 
tired to one corner of the platform and pulled off 
their shirts. George Hunt produced a keen 
knife and two pieces of rope and cut four 
deep gashes in the back of each Indian between 
the shoulder blades. Then raising the quiver- 
ing flesh he passed the ends of the rope beneath 
the skin and tied themin hard. Twobites and 
Strongback stood like statues while they were 
undergoing the ordeal. The songs suddenly 
changed to a wild and vehement cry and the two 
Indians plunged forward to the center of the 
platform, tugging with all their strength on the 
ropes. With shrill cries and grotesque gestures 
they dashed back and forth, the red blood trick- 
ling down their backs and glistening in the glare 
of the Bengal lights that blazed fiercely over the 
scene. A pause came in the dance, and then 
Twobites and Strongback threw all their weight 
on the ropes and tore them out of their fleshy 
fastenings. 

Twobites’ face took on a new expression. His 
eyes snapped and glittered like a wild animal’s, 
and, crouching in the center of the platform, he 
uttered hoarse, inarticulate cries. Two Indians 
sprang upon him and seized him by the shoui- 
ders. He snapped and snarled at them like a 
mad dog until George Hunt, the interpreter, 
walked out and extended his bare arm. With a 
how! Twobites seized the arm with his’ teeth, 
sinking them deep in the fiesh. Thus he was led 
across the platform until he relinquished his 
hold and squatted upon the boards. He had 
chewed a piece as big as a 50-cent piece out of 
George Hunt's arm. 

If this be Mr. Millet’s idea of popular en- 
tertainment then the sooner he is undeceived 
the better. If it be the officials’ idea then 
they should be undeceived. It*isa brutal ex- 
hibitionof barbaric cruelty and torture, com- 
bined with a disgusting display of cannibal- 
ism. It commends itself to no one who has a 
spark of humanity or of decency. It is dis- 
graceful to those who conceived this exhibi- 
tion for money, and it is a foul blot upon the 
record of the Fair. Having dispensed with 
the highest form of the highest art upon the 
theory that the people must be amused, those 
in authority have gone to the farthest ex- 
treme and sanctioned a so-called entertain- 
ment which may be the height of amusement 
among the Quackuhl brutes or the Dahoman 
cannibals, but which should have no place in 
the beautiful White City and should be 
banished from the presence of those in at- 
tendance. The authorities have no right 
to invite men, women, and children to 
a display of Indian sports and then expose 
thom to the horrors of such a sickening show. 
No excuse or apology can be made forit. It 
is utterly shocking. It is announced this 
torture dance will be repeated every Thurs- 
day evening. It must not be allowed. If it 
is, then it will become the duty of every de. 
cent newspaper to urge people to stay away 
from the Fair Thursday evenings. The au- 
thorities have stopped one or two dances on 
the Midway Plaisance upon the ground of 
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private speculation involved alsoaw special 
charge. In both cases the performances were 
given by concessionnaires and could go 
or stay away as they chose. in the case 
of this torture dance the exhibition is given 


out of doors in the most attractive part of the 


grounds by the officials themielves and 
extra charge, and . it 

nitely more brutal and demorali#ing than 
any of the exhibitions they have 
suppressed. Letus have no more of this re- 
pulsive and disgraceful sort of entertainment. 
It may not be out of order to call the atten- 
tion of the authorities of the Fair to the fact 
that on the same nightof this exhibition a 
bloody and revolting prize fight; organized 
by gamblers and sports, came off in the Stock 
Pavilion. It may be true that they knew 
nothing of it until it was over, but such an 
event must not happen again if all the guards 
in the Fair have to police that pavilion. If it 
be true that the members of the English mili- 
tary tournament were the only ones present, 
then the announcement that they are to go 
back to England at once is peeuliarly gratify- 
ing. If torture dances and prize fights are to 
figure among amusements thén it would be 
preferable to drop amusements altogether. 


A COCK AND BULL STORY. 

According to a Washington dispatch— 

Supt. Stump of the Immigration Bureau esti- 
mates that there are at least 10,000 unemployed 
alien iaborers in Chicago who came over under 
a suspension of the alien contract labor law in 
connection with the World's Fair work. Mr. 
Stump has instructed the agents of the [mmigra- 
tion Bureau to make a complete list of these la- 
borers, with their residence, the circumstances 
of their coming, and the contractors responsible 
for bringing them over. This data is being col- 
ta with a view to the deportation of the la- 

rers. 


There is some silly blunder here, official or 
typographical. Somealien laborers were let 
in to do special work in connection with 
the erection of foreign buildings in Jackson 
Park or the installation of foreign exhibits. 
There were some Japanese who alone knew 
how to put together a Japanese building, some 
Norwegians, and other Europeans, but they 
did not exceed a thousand in number, if there 
were as many. These laborers will, with 
hardly an exception, be looked after by the 
Commissioners of their respective countries. 
If it were true that 10,000 men had come 
here under suspension of law and proposed 
to stay here Mr. Stump would have as hard 
a time in finding and deporting them as the 
Treasury Department has had with the Chi- 
nese illegully in this country. It is believed 
that out of something like 80,000 Celestials 
the government has succeeded in catching 
and sending one home to his “ flowery land.” 
If Stump’s 10,000 men really exist they have 
melted by this time into the great mass of 
66,000,000 other residents of the Union, and 
it will be slow and expensive work to extract 
and deport them. 


A FOOLISH “DEMAND.” 

The free silverites say that there is not gold 
sufficient in this country, or enough which 
could be procured, to do its business, and they 
therefore ‘“‘demand” that every silver mine 
owner must be permitted to take his silver to 
the mint and have it coined into standard 
dollars on a ratio of 16 to 1 so that the coun- 
try may have money enough to transact its 
business with. 

There is now about half a billion in gold in 
the United States—hidden, most of it, but 
ready to emerge when the holders are con- 
vinced that a debased silver standard will not 
be adopted. There is also about half a bill- 
ion of silver which as yet is kept at par with 
gold in purchasing power. How can money 
be made more plentiful by the adoption of sil- 
ver monometallism when iis first effect would 
be to drive out all the gold from circula- 
tion and reduce the purchasing power of the 
silver nearly one-half? 

The volume of the metallic currency would 
be reduced then from one billion, equivalent 
to gold in purchasing, to a quarter of a bill- 
ion, and the volume of credit currency would 
be shrunk proportionately, with consequences 
to the business of the country which any man 
but a silver crank dreads. It would be neces- 
sary toturn out three-quarters of a billion of 
light-weight silver dollars to raise the amount 
of actual money to whatitis now. But that 
billion of silver dollars instead of having a 
fixed purchasing power would be oscillating, 
vibrating, jumping up and down, and swing- 
ing back and forth with the moods and muta- 
tions of the London silver market, And that 
is the free coinage scheme, 


‘* Wa have built the palaces and others are 
living in them,”’ is the cry of some Anarchist 
otators who are trying to curry favor with 
workingmen. If they have helped to build 
they were paid for their work. Do they want 
pay twice over? Do they hold it right to de- 
mand the property after taking full pay for 
what they contributed to its value? If that 
claim were allowed there would be no prop- 
erty rights worth asserting, and nobody would 
venture capital in paying for labor when he 
felt he would not be able to assert a right to 
the product he had paid for. How would it 
have been in the years following the “ great 
fire’’ in this city if capital "had been discour- 
aged from aiding to rebuild by such talk? 
The many scores of millions of dollars 
spent on thé reconstruction of Chicago, and 
nearly all of it paid to labor, had 
to be borrowed in other cities, much of it at 
high rates of interest. Without assurance to 
the lender that he would have possession of 
the property in case the loan were not repaid, 
and equal assurance that on payment of the 
loan the property would vest in the borrower, 
no money would have been obtainable for re- 
construction. The burnt over areas would 
have remained black and desolate, the 
workers would have had nothing to do, not a 
day’s wages would have been earned in the 
revival of the burnt district, and the rest of 
the city must have been deserted, at least in 
part, because of inability to do business on 
capital which refused to be borrowed for lack 
of security that it would be repaid, How 
much would the working classes have gained 
by such an arrangement? How much wages 
would they be earning now in the business 
heart of the great West? 


A pispatcn from Calcutta to London says 
the absence of demand for India Council bills 
is attributed there tothe enormous importa- 
tions of silver that were made during the pro- 
tracted sittings of the Herschell Indian Cur- 
rency Commission, The importations for the 
year ending with last March amounted to 
150,000,000 rupees, which, if worth the 
par of two English shillings each, would 
amount to $73,000,000. This was nearly 
double the normal yearly importation of 80,- 
000,000 rupees. Presumably the greater 
part of this immense load of silver was coined 
into rupees and the smaller moneys which 
circulate in India. The dispatch says the loss 
on readjustment to the new value of 16 En- 
glish perce must be severe, but says nothing 
of the fact that the reduction of one-third in 
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settle there, Since the railroad. has been 
finished, or nearly so, from the mouth of the 
Congo to a point above the first falls it has 
opened up several thousand miles of steam- 
boat navigation, 3,000 atleast on the main 
branch, through the best part of tropical 
Africa. The mighty river sweeps through @ 
territory about as large as that watered by 
the Mississippi. Undoubtedly a large num- 
ber of negroes eventually will emigrate from 
America to that country to see what they can 
do in farming, trading, and .aechanism. This 
will give an opportunity for the real test of 
the ability of the colored race when it sets up 
for itself mainly upon its own initiative, and 
with the help of the civilization it has en- 
joyed in this country. The enemiés of the 
negro always have claimed he would deteri- 
orate if he returned to Africa, and go back 
to his fetiches and original barbarism. 
The test would show, however. It is not likely 
there ever will be a general exodus to Africa 
from this country, but enough will go to test 
its capabilities and its attractiveness for black 
settlement. If the American negroes do well 
many from the West Indies and South Amer- 
ica will follow them. They will go as Europeans 
came here, leaving the mass behind, and if 
they do as well relatively as Europeans do 
here they will lighten up the Dark Continent 
in a remarkable manner. : 


Ir is stated in European dispatches ‘that the 
attitude of England towards continental di- 
plomacy has been changed materially by the 
Franco-Siamese affair and the details of its 
settlement, and that an offer from Germany 
looking toward an alliance would not meet 
with the refusal that greeted Bismarck’s ten- 
der fifteen years ago. It is also surmised 
that during the German Emperor’s recent 
visit to Cowes this matter was discussed, and 
that as an offset to it an effort has been made 
to withdraw Italy from the triple alliance and 
join its forces to those of Russia. How much 
of truth there is in all this diplomatic gossip 
of course it is impossible to conjecture. The 
only conditions that can be stated with cer- 
tainty are that during the settlement of the 
Siam affair England and France were danger- 
ously near a rupture and that if England and 
Germany were to form an alliance it forever 
would dispel France’s hopes of revenge apon 
Germany. From this point of view such 
a consummation is devoutly to be wished,. 
as it would mean peace, and France would 
have to postpone indefinitely the carrying out 
of its resentment,

Springs ; and sketches of the Chicago newspapers 
and Press club, besides much’ miscellaneous mat- 
ter of special interest to the members of the pro- 
fession. Printers will be delighted not only with 
the subject-matter of the souvenir but also with 
the remarkable mechanical excellence of it, par- 
ticularly the exquisite brass rule designs, which

Senator Morrill’s Fears Have Come True.

us, to accept them in defiance of all’ the teach- 
ings of Jefferson, Hamilton, Madi Marshall, 
Story, Benton, and Daniel Webster. t will bea 
sad day for our somata when our highest author- 
ities on constitutional questions are no longer 
heedec or reverenced.”

Thus in the calendar year 1892 the aggre- 
gate cost of the new building projects in Chi- 
cago was -actually greater than the aggregate 
for New York, the amounts being $63,463,- 
300 to $59,107,618. In 1889, if we include 
the figures for the towns annexed since then, 
the total for Chicago was only about $31,- 
500.000; in 1890 there was an increase to 
$47,383,000, in 1891 to $54.000,000, and 
in 1892, as we have seen, to $63,500,000. 
In New York the course was just the reverse 
of this, and from $68,792,031 and $74,676,- 
878 in 1889 and 1890 respectively there was 
a drop to $56,072,624 and $59,107,618 in 
1891 and 1892 respectively, Of course, as 
regards the number of buildings, comparisons 
between the two cities are of little use, since 
the structures are so different in yo a 
The $59,107,618 aggregate cos or 
1892 at New York covered only 2,967 
structures,  wherers the $63,463,400 
ageregate for Chicago covered no less than 
13,118 buildings. aggregate frontage 
for 1892 was 326,222 feet, which, added to 
the 282.672 feet for 1891 and the 266,284 
feet for 1890, gives a grand total for the three 
years of 873,178 feet, equal to over 165 
nviles of buildings. 
_ Turning now to the figures for this city for 
the first six months of the current year the 
exhibit is quite different from that for Chi- 
for the corresponding period. As there 
had bébn no such increase here as at Chicago 
there Was no room for a fall such as has oc- 
curred at that point. Asa matter of fact, the 
estimated cost of the new buildings in New 
York for which plans were filed in the first six 
months of this year is reported as $3,000,000 
or $4,000,000 larger than ‘in the first half of 
last year, though the number of buildings is 
somewhat less. The figuresare 1,552 build- 
ings for 1893, against 1,814 for 1892, with 
the cost $48,007,813, against $39,252,583. 
The increase is the more remarkable as the 
building law was in course of revision last 
year and many plans were filed simply to se- 
cure the easier conditions of theold law. _ 
In conneetion with the new building proj- 
ects, a feature of the real estate operations 
of the six months is worth pointing out. It 
appears that in New York the conveyances 
were larger in 1893 than in 1892, while the 
m tecorded were less in number and 
amount. There were 8,071 conveyances in 
1898, as against 8.070 in 1892, and the con-

Expenses of the Norwood Park Are Low. 

The officials of the Norwood Park Building, 
Loan and Homestead Association explain the 
high book value shown on six-year-old stock 
on the ground of economical management, 
and resent the intimation that their unearned 
premium and: profit accounts have become 
mixed, The association deducts but one- 
eighth of premium from the face of loans. 
The unearned premium on each series accord- 
ing to the pian adopted becomes earned 
premium at the end of one year. With 
$55.895 loans in force the association shows 
but $454 anearned premiums. 

Three reasons are given for the fine showing 
made by stock 6 which dues amounting to 
$36 a share have been paid.

THE RIOT IN PARLIAMENT. 


The Tories to Blame=Chamberiain Called 
Gladstone “Herod” and O’Connor 
Dubbed Him’ “Judas,” and the Fight 
Began, 

The-ocean maitl-brings detailed accounts of 


the riot which took place on the evening of * 


July 27 in the House of Commons. The Pall 
Mall Gazette -piblishes the narratives of 
twenty-one members, representing the Tory, 
L'beral, Gladstonian, McCarthyite, and 
Labor patties. A comparison of these re- 
porte of eye witnesses furnishes con- 
clusive proof ‘that verbal provocation 
was’ first given by Mr. Chamberlain, 
and that the first act of violence was commit- 
ted bya Tory. Under the circumstances the 
Unionist newspapers, instead of making an 
absurd attempt to hold Mr. Gladstone moral- 
ly responsible for the affair, should be grate- 
ful to the Prime Minister for his reluctance to 
subject the principal offenders to severe dis- 
cipline. 

In view of the evidence collected it is mani- 
fest that clamor and commotion were pro- 
voked by Mr. Chamberiain’s declaring that 
the abject servility of Gladstonians and 
McCarthyites to Prime Minister 
had never been equaled since the admirers of 
Herod shouted, “* It is the voice of a god.” 
The responsive epithet ‘‘ Judas’ was hurled 
at him from Irish benches, and it 
will scarcely be disputed-that the suggested 
analogy was as apt in the one case as in the 
other. A Tory, Mr. Vicaty Gibbs, however, 
who had heard with complacency the ailusion 
to Herod, reyolted at the reference to Judas, 
and d ed that the Chairman should treat 
it as a breach of order. 

Owing to the uproar, it was impossible for 
anyone] to catch what Mr. Gibbs was saying, 
and a Gladstonian, Mr. Logan, moved down 
the aisle for the purpose of learning what 
point of order had been made. When close 
to the bench he was accosted in an 
offensive tone by a Conservative, Mr. Fisher, 
and told to go back, as he had no business to 
be standing in that part of the House. 

He replied }if to stand was out of order 
the fault could be easily repaired, and he pro- 
ceeded to take @ vacant seat on the front Op- 
position bench. Ko sooner had he sat down 
than he was violently jerked up and flung into 
the aisle by Mr. Fisher, assisted by that-ex- 
emplary represefitative-of America in En- 
gland, Sir Ellig.Ashmead-Bartlett. There- 
upon some of the Radicals and Irishmen, see- 
ing a friend subjected to rough treatment, 
rushed forward to his rescue, and so it was 
that scri e began. According to 
one néss, the -first actual blow, as dis- 
tinguished from the jerks administered to 
Mr. Logan, was struck by the doughty Col. 
Saunderson, who, subsequently, however, 
seems to have got much the worse of the en- 
counter. None of the withesses seems equal 
toaclear description of the final scenes of 
the mélée, but they all confine themselves to 
recording a confused impression of wild 
shovings and tramplifgs, indiscriminate 
blows, and deafening yells. Only a cudgel 
or two were needéd to complete the picture 
of Donnybrook Fair. . : 

The Chairman, Mr. Mellor, recognizing hfs 
incompetence to deal with bedlam let loose, 
sat helpless and aghast, and it was only by the 
arrival of the Speaker that the riot was quelled. 
After hearing some explanations from both 
sides, the Speaker compelled Mr. T. P. O’Con- 
nor to apologize for an offense which, as he 
explains in the Pall Mal® Gazette, he had -not 
committed ; meaning, of course, that he was 
not the primary promoter of disorder, because 
his application of the epithet Judas to 
Mr. Chamberlain was merely a retort to a 
previous provocation. Mr. Gladstone, who 
was present, but who is prevented by his fail- 
ing sight from poo ayer individuals ata 
distance, expressed the pain and indignation 
which the affair would excite in any right- 
feeling man’; but, apparently thinking that 
least said soonest mended, he has persistently 
declined to take the first necessary step 
toward punishing the chief offenders by mov- 
ing fora Committee of Investigation. It is 
settled, then, so far as a precedent can settle 
it, that such a free fight as took place in the 
House of Commons on July 27 may be re- 
peated at any hour. without subjecting the 
participants to parliamentary penalties. 


Two Strange Death Customs, 


In some parts of England a queer custom is 
still in vogue, which is repeated whenever a 
death occurs. It is called the “ bite ofsin”’ and 
whenevér some one in a house dies a piece of 
bread is laid on the breast .of the corpse which 
some stroller-by is persuaded to eat for a good 
sum of monéy. In this way it is believed that the 
sins of the dead are tratsferred to the living, 
who in turn can shove them off together with his 
own by similar ceremony when his life comes to 
anend. Onthe Sandwich Islands me widows 
have the names of their departed husbands 
tattooed on’ their tongues.—St. Louis Post 
Dispatch. 
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| Politicians Solicitous ‘Abont Personal Pros- 


pects Rather Business Interests— 
Manufacturing Doubtfal as to 
What Course to Follow. on Account of 
Fear of Teriff Tinkering= New York 
Envious of Chicago’s Independence in 
Getting Gold Direet fr Europe. 


New Yors, Aug! 19.—[Spécial.]—The hope 
which Wall built on helpfulness to come 
quickly from Congress has been completely 
dissipated. It takes a stalwart imagination 
to take current news from Washington and 
construct out of itanything like a cheerful 
idea of quick relief for the country if, indeed, 
any relief can be discerned, from that quarter. 
Were the matter not so s#fious it would be 
ludicrous, this lately fostered expectation of 
the people that a lot. of politicians could 
gather together and do: muth else than talk 
and quibble, make bunconjbe speeches, play 
to the gaileries, and neglect every important 
interest. The old tale repeats itself. Oncea 
politician always an interferer with business; 
it has been’ always so. For years in Wall 
street there has been a saying that the biggest 
bull point the country can get is a Congres- 
sional adjournment. ‘ | 

Advices that Wall’ street gets from trust- 
worthy sources are that fhough from time to 
time we may seem sooh to be on the verge of 
having something practical’ done down at 
Washington to relieve the ‘financial situation 
and to some extent settle the bothersome sil- 
ver dispute, yet the final fact will prove to be 
that the professional talkers and the aggres- 
sive champions of silver. will be able to head 
off any direet and helpful action. Wall street 
has not believed this up till this week. It has 
been hoping its hardest, but so far as Con- 
gress is concerned there are few men of con- 


sequence here now* who’ count on any help 
whatever from that quarter, ‘ 


Gold Imports a Bull Point. 


One thing that is doing more than anything 
else to support Gonfidence upon -the bull side 
is the wholesale way in European gold 
is coming this way. Half'a’dozen millions 
more were engaged yesterday, If these im- 
portations go on atthe rate they have been 
registered within the last fortnight we shall 
have $50,000,000 of wos gold here by 
the end of this month. Goid imports have al- 
ways meant good timeg in the financial world, 
just as, vice versa, gold exports always give 
the bear party a ra lying ery and somethi 
to scare the country with. It-is much of a 
mystery, however, where the present gold 


goes. 

The statements of New York’s associated 
banks make it clear that those institutions do 
not get it; and this soniewhat dampens Wall 
street enthusiasm on. the subject, for sense- 
lessly Wall etreet has come to regard the 
weekly associated bank statement as a sort of 
trade barometer. As a matter of fact this 
bank statement does not showanything which 
ought to influence anybody. Largely it isa 
matter of bookkeeping. But what is of more 
importance is that the res, even if pre- 
pared for public understan , do not begin 
to show the financial status here, inasmuch 
as none of the big trust companies are in the 
clearing-house of*these associated banks and 
the vast transactiaqns of the trust companies 
do not in any way show ifi these associated 
bank figures. In all likelihood much of the 
gold that has come here has gone to these 
trust com panies. 

Bankers Envious of Chitago. 


More of it, however, has gone West. This 
latter fact suggests one feature of the situa- 
tion here which comes-between being pathetic 
and humorous, that is, the way in which some 
of the banks and bankers of New York are 
talking about Chicago and acting toward Chi- 
cago. A great big bunch of envy is disclosed. 
The Chicago banks having failed to go plung- 
ing fhto the clearing-honse certificate game. 
New York now has. about ,$40,000,000 of 
such certificates outstanding. A hue and cry 
has gone up here that Chicago, not alive to 
the dangers of the situation, incapable of 
looking out,for the interests of ite merchants 
and manufacturers, is, alas, doomed to dread- 
ful distresses. This sort of thing we have 
been hearing for weeks. It was only going to 
be a little while before_a large, stanch 
receivership would take in the whole of Cook 
County. This sort of stuff is not talked as 
much now as it was. Current developments 
do not help it along. The news of the week 
has been an astonisher for New York so far as 
Chicago is concerned, - It nay be many a day 
before some of the great men here are able to 
forgive the especial Chicdgo wickedness of 
this week in having gone pony | over New 
York’s head into Europe and got English gold 
on its own account, 

At first this report was received rather in- 
credulously, so deep-seated was the prejudice 
against Chicago undertaking any such heroic 
course, but the. official corroboration of the 
gold’s engagement has supplanted the in- 
credulousness with a wonder which, if it could 
frankly express itself, would be close to 
enthusiastic admiration. Apropos of this a 
news item in one of the New York newspapers 
today is well worthy of quotation in part, 
coming. as I happen to know it does, from 
the inspiration of one of the leading bank 
presidents of New York, a man who 
only a little ‘while was seeing lots 
of trouble in Chicago, is news item can 
be taken as an offigjal New York bank state- 
ment. It will not hurt Chicago’s feelings to 
read it, though there may be some text for 
amusement init. It remarks: 

Chicago’s energy displayed in accumulat 
ready funds is one of the features of the financia 
situation. Dispatches from city yesterday 
told of more engagements of d abroad for di- 
rect shipment to the World’s Fair town, and 
added that since the movement this way an 
arrangements had been made to send $8,000,000 
to Chi A large share of that sum has 
sanahad 1b anes of Lake Michigan; besides a 
good deal of the gold imported by houses in this 
city has staid here only a short time before 
taken by the Westerners, who have not hesita 
to pay a good premium for it. 

Before the gold. movement began Chicago 
drew heavily upon New York for currency. 
And when the Controller of the Currency 
called for statements of the condition of the 
national banks in July those in Chicago were 
shown to be particularly. well supplied with 
funds, their cash being above 31 per cent of 
their deposits. 

There was a story in Wall street yesterday 
that Chicago was trying to, run a cofner in 
money. That city, it was recalled, had tried 
to corner almost everything else at hand. The 
Fair, the argument ran, should mean the ex- 
penditure by visitors of $500,000 in the city

She is simply an exquisite human animal, 
her gentleness flung into relief by the bar- 
baric fur that maxes her couch.. If there are 
tigerish passions in that soft body pay Sse as 
soundly asleep as is the tiger itself, which is 
here her slave. She isa creature withont 
either virtue or vice, as destitute of con- 
science as a young fawn. ‘ With warm 
eweets open to the waist,’’ as Rossetti puts it, 
there is no of license or boldness 
to mar her serene loveliness.

thank your stars that this picture has. restored 
an ideal of woman’s ty which you 
thought the gross realism of the plaisance had 
destroyed. 

In an adjoining room is another and more 
serious type of Oriental beauty by the same 
artist. It is called “Soodja-Sari’” (No. 
685). Pushing aside a curtain which is al- 
most diaphanous, she stands clothed in East- 
ern silks, @ m upon her forehead, 
a tender melanchol in her mourn- 
ful, brooding eyes. phile Gautier in 
one of his novels writes of a character bear- 
ing the name of Scodja-Sari, but as one 
remembers her there was nothing in 
her career to warrant the dreamy languor and 
the tenderness that the artist expresses in this 


face. 

Itisin Room 54, however, one finds the 
sweetest face in the whole range of the gal- 
leries. Other portraits may excel it tech- 
nically, other women may be superior in 
many attributes, but this face exercises the 
subtle charm which in real life renders its 
owner victorious. Pesleges disappoint- 
ingly terms the picture ‘Garden Party” (No. 
679, France), and announces the artist as 
Jules Machard of Paris. 
is that of a 
erect and smiling, 
lit with laughter; her gown is white satin, 
and her long gloves and her rolling hat sur- 
mounted by a plume are of a soft shade of 
gray. She is the incarnation of gladsome 
youth; she has style that is both distinguished 

unaffected, and her radiance is snowy in 
its innocence. If the artist had a model he 
probably idealized her. Perhaps it is just as 
well that this Parisian girl has no name, for 
if she had one a world full of men would be 
crazy to make her change it. 

By the way, it must have been design and 
not accident which put this picture beside the 
**Myrrha”’ of Loewe-Marchand. Shame and 
innocence side by side—and what a contrast!

There isin one of the British galleriesa 
beautiful woman’s face that has been men- 
tioned before in these columns. Its proud 
and aristocratic loveliness does not wane on 
acquaintance, It.is called ** Dear Lady Dis- 
dain” (249, Great Britain), and is the work 
of a _woman’s brush, the artist being 
Mrs. Louise Jopling-Kowe, It is_ the 
‘portrait of a young woman = with 
auburn hair. She is standing in profile 
and wears black and gold over something 
white. This is an indefinite description of 
the costume, but the beauty is not in the 
gown, which is simple and suitable, but in 
the sweet haughtiness of the expression. You 
would recognize this face anywhere as an 
ideal Beatrice, but a modern Beatrice sweeter 
and less sharp than Shakspeare’s. 

These are the purely imaginary faces that 
make the strongest appeal to one from the 
different galleries. To them on account of 
its idyllic freshness and coloring should be 
added the English girl painted by Sir John 
Everett Millais and known in the catalogne 
as “Shelling Peas” (No. 336, Great Britain). 
To look at quiet blonde face in its peace- 
ful rustic suggestiveness is to breathe fora 
moment an atmosphere from the lanes of old 
England. There is more than one English 
novelist whose stories refresh one as does this 
picture by Millais. Thomas Hardy, for in- 
stance, gives one at times the same atmos- 
pheric effect. 

Speaking of novels, there is a delicious por- 
trait by the late Edwin Long, R. A..in the 
British gallery which is enough to drive a man 
back to his Sir Walter Scott. It is the fine face 
of *‘ Rose Bradwardine,” a true Scotch type, 
delicate and noble (No. 296, Great Britain). 
The girl, who is about 16, wears a plaid 
across a steel-colored gown. She has yellow, 
‘fluffy hair haloing her shapely head. A 
glimpse of this face inspires one to reread 
** Waverley,”’ even if such an act impfiies 
treason to Mr. William D. Howells. 

There is a very young American miss in 
one of the galleries who insists on being re- 
membered among examples of feminine love- 
liness and one bows to her behest. One re. 
fers to “ Alice,’’ by William M. Chase (No. 
253, United States). The portrait is 
finely finished, like - everything this 
artist does; but it arrests the attention 
and holds it longer than any other work ex- 
hibited by him. There isan arch expression, 
which is quite irresistible, in Alice’s face, It 
is not something individual so much as some- 
thi belonging to the whole kingdom of 
childhood. e picture, though joyous, has 
the rare tenderness of a poem by Longfellow. 

The Germans are too much occupied with 
their military toys and their scientific labors 
to give much attention to woman’s beauty. 
Yet there are two bits in their gal- 
leries which should be added to this 
imperfect symposium of female charms. 
One likes both pictures for exactly opposite 
reasons—frof, Paul Thumann’s “‘ Psyche” 

No. 498) for its idealism and Prof. Max 

edy’s ‘*Spring”’ (No. 496)—the nude fig- 
ure of a woman—for its sturdy realism. The 
*“* Psyche” is well known through engravings 
which are deservedly popular. The poetry, 
the purity, the grace of this figure and its in- 
herent spirituality are enhanced by its mate- 
rialistic surroundings.

INTERESTING PAINTINGS EXHIBITED. 


Skillfal Work of the Brush to Be Seen in 
Fletcher-Watson’s Studio. 

P, Fletcher-Watson, an artist who has won 
an international reputation for painting archi- 
tectural subjects in water-color, has opened a 
studio at No, 349 Chestnut street, on the 
North Side. Mr. Fletcher-Watson has a num- 
ber of his paintings. Several represent the 
interiors of celebrated European cathedrals. 
In all of these there are remarkable effects of 
light’ and shade, The artist first studied 
architecture—his father was and his broth- 
er we distinguished English archi- 
tects. knowledge of construction 
acquired from this study and  asso- 
ciation has had a marked influence 
upon his work in painting. Yet the archi- 
tectural! interest shown in the feeling for con- 
struction, rfection of perspective, and 
elaborate detail, is subordinated to the 
artistic effects of light and shade and color. 
One of his important works which has been 
highly cenleal | by John Ruskin and other 
ceiebrated critics is the “Interior of the 
Cathedral of Bruges,” an old structure, por- 
tions of which were built in the thirteenth 
century and earlier. The view is across the 
body of the church into the transept on the 
opposite side where the sunlight fails on a 
rich oriole window. Another important sub- 
es is the crypt of the Cathedral of St.

When Miss Thurston swam out today, as 
usual, the youngest child decided to try and 
follow her, for a little distance at least. 
Samara 4 Anna was startled by a cry from 
Elizabeth. 

‘Anna! Anna! Connie’s drownmg! Con- 
nie’s drowning!”’ was what she heard. 

Looking back, she saw the childish form 
struggling in the water beyond its depth and 
already in the ciutches of the swift tide and 
being carried around the point of land.

TRYING TO SELL PAPERS.

musicians or beggars. A small amount was 
paid down to soothe the broken-hearted par- 
ents—twenty or thirty lire, perhaps, a lire 
being worth about 20 cents. This was a 
g round sum for people who were ac- 
customed to living on two or three cents a 
day. In most cases the bargain was gladly 
inade and the parents looked forward to the 
time when they could see their children again 
and live in opulence as their friends in 
America did. Little did they think that the 
would in all probubility never see their off- 
spring again nor that they would be treated 
as if they were slaves after they had reached 
this country. 

“Arrived in New York or Chicago these 
children were at once sent out and compelled 
to bring in a certain amount every day or suf- 
fer a beating and be deprived of 
food. Fifteen ot twenty dollars is a fair 
average for one of these people to earn 
each week, All but $1 or $1.50 was kept by 
the padrones ‘ to pay the expenses of keeping’ 
the children. This trifling amount was sent 
to Italy and tended to keep the folks at home 
ina good humor, 

“* It is an undoubtable fact the most brutal 
tactics were pursued ,to keep the children 
under complete subjection. Upon their ar- 
rival at home at night, if they had not earned 
or ’ the requisite amount, they were 
tied to bed posts; stripped, and beaten. Often 
they were compelled to go for days at a time 
without food. They were young, in a strange 
country, and utterly unable to help 
themselves. This life continued until 
they reached the age and stage of experience 
where they could take care of themselves. 
Then they started out on their own account 
and often in turn became padrones themselves. 

* As to where these people ean be ‘ound I 
do not know. I only suspect. But Iam cer- 
tain that they are plentiful in New York and 
are hcre in fewer numbers as well. I am 
personally acquainted with padrones here 
who have amassed fortunes aniounting to 
$20,000 and $80,000. Some have even 
more. They are retired and will not speak 
of the manner in which they accumulated so 
much money. I will one thing in favor 
of are honest with 
other people and do not teach their little 
protégés to steal. They are at peace with 
their conscience in the belief that they have a 
legitimate and honest mode of obtaining a 
livelihood.”’ 

. E. Ferrio, an attorney who has an office in 
the Chamber of Commerce Building, tells an 


interesting story of his experience as a pupil of 
a padrone. He was brought to New York 
when only 8 yearsof age from the Province 
of Cocenz, Italy. Five other boys were 
brought at the sametime, and all were put out 
on e streets of 
their violins. Their life was a hard one and 
it was not many years until they threw off the 
+ and drifted to other pe of the country. 

r. Ferris says that he does not believe that 
padrones are numerous in Chicago. 

All these people, it seems, are well stocked 


with opinions on the subject, and are pretty 


evenly divided on the question of the existence 
of padrones in Chicago. A personal investiga- 
tion of the facts and an exhaustive search 
through the Italian portions of the 
city show that there ate a number of 
child musicians and beggars who 
are employed by Italians. When questioned 
on the street or at their homes they feign the 


. densest ignorance and absolutely nothing can 


be learned as to their condition. There isa 
house over on East Indiana street where near- 
ly a dozen little dancing girls are employed.

Another place exists on the West Side to 
which each night a number of these children 
find their way. It is in the vicinity of Law ave- 
nue and Polk streets and is kept by an Italian 
whose name is De Stefano.

Several 
of these children are not more than 5 years 
old and none is over 14, 

‘ A-visit to No. 185 West Polk street in the 
evening at about 9 or 10 o’clock-reveals the 
presence of a dozen or more of these little 
musiciatis who scatter like a flock of birds at 

approach of a stranger. All the ques- 
tioning in the world will not bring any infor- 
mation. With a guttural *‘Ugh”’ and an ex- 
pressiye sh of the shoulders they turn 
about and walk away, leaving the questioner 
to his own devices. 

Besides the musicians employed by these 
padrones one mects on the streets in the even- 
ing scantily dressed Icalian . girls and boys of 
4 or 5 years of age who late at night stand 
about the street corners and cry piteously. 
They generally have half a dozen papers un- 
der their arms. They confide to the sympa- 
thetic sser-by the fact that: these must 
be sold before they aare return home, 
otherwise a severe beating awaits them. Gen- 
erally a quarter is gently pressed into their 
hands- and somebody is made happy by the 
consciousness of paveng been charitable. 
Scarcely has the giver disappeared in the 
crowd before the same dodge is tried again, 
and somebody else suffers by the deception. 
This is one of the most successful ways to 
make money, and those practicing it can gen- 
eraily be traced to some hovel where a lynx- 
eyed and hard-hearted padrone presides. This 
is aa near as one can get to that elusive will- 
o’-the-wisp person called a “* padrone.”’ 

If one wishes to study the children and 
learn their art of accumulating cash it is only 
necessary to follow up these little people of 
the world. A visit to the Rock Island station 
will reveal sufficient numbers of them. The 
outgoing trains at night generally have two 
or three youthful musicians, who go through 
the cars and give crude exhibitions of 
their art. An olter girl usually plays a 
wheezy accordion, while the younger 
dances an accompaniment. They are dirty, 
but rather picturesque in their slovenly dress, 
but they make an impression, and the average 
person scarcely if ever stops a moment to fig- 
ure up theamount they collect ina day. Poor 
clerks and workingmen who barely subsist on 
a meager salary contribute nickels and dimes 
to these importunate beggars. The children 
usually leave the train at Twenty-second 
street, and return on an incoming one, on 
which they pursue the same tactics. 

In the evening after dinner, when ple 
are at peace with the world after a hard day’s 
work, the North Side between the river and 
Lincoln Park is serenaded by these small 
daughters and sons of Italy. People of ro- 
mantic minds imagine they are by the Bay of 
Naples in the curnival season, while the 
Italian boys lightly string their bows and 
bring forth such music as melts the 
heart and empties the pocket. Some 
of the boys who play the _ violin 
are skillful. They are given good musical 
training by their padrones, and as the average 
Italian boy takes to music with a facility that 
people of no other nation evince they make 
aftera few yeprs’ practice good musicians. 
In time some of them grow into better cir- 
cumstances and become noted for their ex- 
quisite touch in some famous orchestra. De- 
spite the fact that. the condition of these 
poor ones seems so miserable to outsiders 
they are happy at their labor. 


“AFTER THE BALL” DID THE WORK. 


How a Party of Italian Musicians Managed 
to Trade Hand-Organs. 

There were fire of them. Two men, two 
women, and a small, dirty baby. Their busi- 
ness was in hand-organs. and the party was 
divided between two wheezy, rattling old 
music-boxes. A man andawoman attended 
to one organ, anda man and a woman and the 
dirty baby looked after the other. 

Down on Wabash avenue, near Thirty-sev- 
enth street, there isa vacant block. Grass 
covers the ground and trees throw a nice 
shade. For weeks the party with the baby 
ate its noon-day lunch in this spot undis- 
turbed and happy. 

This time. however, the man and the woman 
with the other organ happened along just as 
the first party had commenced to gnaw at dry 
sausage and bilatk bread and onions. The 
first-comers were a little put out and looked 
it. There was an interchange of dark looks 
and harsh grunts. Then the baby left its 
| party and joined the woman on the other 

side. 

Of course that settled it. Babies are al- 
ways peacemakers, In a few minutes the 
rival orgar-grinders and collectors were good 
friends, and had commené@ed a discussion of 
the qualities possessed by their respective 
bread-winners, the organs.” 

People in the vicinity often complain about 
the prevalence of hand-organs in their midst, 
but never since Wabash avenue was settled 
has there been heard such a free concert as 
resulted when the two organs began to re- 
spond to the touch of the masfers.

he other party wanted totrade even. Each 
organ had a capacity of six tunes, and the split 
was over the répertoire. ‘** Comrades,” “* Annie 
Rooney,” and *“O, What a Difference in 
the Morning,’’ were played by each. One of 
them played *‘ Home, Sweet Home,” ‘“ The 
Man‘That Broke the Bank at Monte Carlo,” 
and ** Maggie Murphy’s Hoime.’’ The other 
organ’s other three tunes were: ‘The gy ona 
Man,” * Dixie,’’ and that tune that ha - 
come a nuisance anda chestnut, and every- 
thing that is disreputable, “ After the Ball.” 
Qn the theory that the guilty ownership of 
this air constituted a monopoly, the man with 
the dirty baby wanted the extra $2.

Politeness is natural to Mexicans, born and 
bred in them. Those who have not tarried 
this sunny corner of the earth, where the 
people, from the highest to the lowest, show 
thoughtfulness consideration for every 
one, cannot appreciate how beautiful it is. 
Itis safe te assert that never a bustling, 
abrupt American came away from Mexico 
without having absorbed more or'less of the 
— politeness of the Mexican. It would 
hard to find there an urchin 
80 rude and ill-bred that if you 
asked his. name he would not give 
it promptly and courteously, at the same time 
lifting his hat, or piece of a hat, and saying in 
a seriously polite way, ‘*‘ Servidor de usted ”’ 
(your servant), or “A su ordenes”’ (at your 
orders). When one calls a servant he always 
replies, * a teith 3 (command me).

On yor by shop~one is bidden “ Buenos 
dias”’ or “‘ Buenos tardes.” If at all ac. 
quainted one shakes hands with the clerk, 
and he asks: **Como esta usted?”’ (How are 
you?) Whether you purchase or not he is 
never rude nor inipatient. The more time 
ong takes in making a selection the better 
pidased the salesman seems to be, 

Besides the general courtesy and considera- 
tion there are many polite phrases used con- 
stantly which are particularly charm- 
ing, especially to those used to 
the brusque, abrupt, and often boorish 
bluntness of Americans. When thanking 
Mexicans for their many favors and kindness 
they always reply, ““No hay de que, sefior.”’ 
It is nothing, sir. When one is asked to accept 
or to do somethi it is always “‘ Hagarne el 
favor.”” (Do me favor.) 

Some of the Spanish expressions of cour- 
tesy have no equivalent in lish. “ A los 
pies de usted, sefiora’’ means “‘ I place myself 
at your feet, lady.”” The usual answer, “

Most people seem to select the evening as 
the best time to cool off—with the rest of the 
earth.

ing Jane, July, and August who takes a true 
amateur’s delight in the noble pastime of 
keeping cool. 

For a starter he has the Exposition, In the 
glaring sun the great white temples set in 
green look cool. In the evening the park is 
full of deep shadows, where ozone breezes 
from the tossing lake have the sole concession 
in the fevered brow industry. If “She” is 
with him there are the lagoons and gondolas, 
with moonlight, although, indeed, the warmth 
of his affection may counteract the otherwise 
cooling effects of the ride. 

But the Exposition is too far away perhaps.

WILL MAKE DEAF EARS HEAR AGAIN. 


This Is What a Queer Little Instrument 
Promises to Do for Humanity, 

In one of the big down-town buildings is the 
office of a young doctor. In the office is a 
atrange device which, itis predicted by the 
inventor, will afford relief to suffeying thou- 
sands. The invention is an improved form 
of the vibrometer, which was invented by a 
Baltimore physician about a year ago. The 
vibrometer is an instrument for the cure of 
tinitus, or in plain English that horrible ring- 
ing or buzzing in the ears which accompanies 
partial deafness and which sometimes drives 
the sufferer to madness, It is also claimed 
that the vibrometer will afford relief to vic- 
tims of insomnia. 

The instrument is made up of a small elec. 
tric motor, a banjo, anda stethoscope. The 
banjo is placed right-side up on a small stand, 
fastened by a hinge at the back anda thumb- 
screw at the neck, by which it can. be raised 
and lowered. The motor is placed at one 
end of the stand and is geared to a shaft. On 
the end of this is a disk on which is bolted a 
pecans for striking the strings of the banjo. 

shaft makes about 300 revolutions a 
minute. But two strings are left on the 
banjo, one a large bass and the other a fine 
wire. Only one string is used at a time.

Pasteur at once.saw the close analogy between 
this case and the case of a person who after 
passing through one attack of scarlet fever is 
rotected against a second one, and basing 
his work on this first fundamental observa- 
tion built 7 his whole system. By long con- 
tact with the air the microbes, which had 
given tadimaelee to the chicken, had lost a 
great deal of their virulence. Theyghad been 
weakened. 

The next thing te be done was to weaken 
the virulence of the different kinds of mi- 
crobes, toinject them, cause a slight affection, 
and thus briig about an artificial immunity. 
This has been tried for almost eyery known 
disease andin almost every case with satis- 
factory results, especially animal dis- 
eases, where extensive experimenting is possi- 
ble. At the present day in France thousands 
of sheep and horses and cows are vaccinated 
yearly against a t mnunmiber of diseases. 

In the course of their examinations the men 
at the Pasteur Institute found many other 
means besides the contact with the air for 
weakening the virulence of the different kinds 
of microbes. igh temperature, lorig dry- 
ness, chemical action, strong light, and, pos- 
sibly, electricity have this effect. It may be 
stated as 4 general rule that the virulence ofa 
microbe is diminished when it is put into 
conditions differing from its. ordinary condi- 
tions of life and contrary to its nature. Thus 
a microbe which is accustomed to live at a 
low temperature and in the dark will lose a 
great deal of its activity if placed into brill- 


> ra 


| jant light and at a high temperature. A gen- 


eral degeneration ensues, and ita decompos- 
ing and poisoning faculty is diminished. 

A great many questions naturally presented 
themselves after these facts had been estab- 
lished. What changes doeg the system under- 
go when weakened virus is injected so that it 
can subsequently support great quantities of 


unweakened virus that would ordinarily de- 
stroy it? What becomes of the weakened 
virus in our normal system and what of the 
unweakened, poisonous virus in our im- 
munized system? Satisfactory answers 
have not as yet been given to these questions. 
It may take a lo time before the mysteri- 
ous workings of t infinitely small beings 
are fully lesstoon. Pasteur believes that a 
passage of weakened virus deprives the system 
of certain nutritive elements essential for the 
existence of this same species. Chaveau be- 
lieves in the secretion of certain decom posi- 
tion products that impede forever any further 
development. Metschinkoff, a Russian savant, 
has created a famous “ phagocyte” theory 
which assumes a sanitary police organization 
in our body. The white corpuscles of the 
blood, he says, have a strong anti-microbian 
power. At the first invasion of weak microbes 
they can exercise their strength, learn to 
know their enemy, and thus be well prepared 
against a secon “invasion of stronger mi- 
crobes. All these ideas are, however, only 
theories. Little has been proved. The ulti- 
mate solution will probably be made by 
chemistry

in general, The consequence was that great 
opposition arose against him and his meth- 
ods, so that ultimately he was forbidden to 
practice. After him several others have 
found vaccines and methods of vaccination, 
but all seem to be virtually the same as 
Feran’s. To him, therefore, must be given 
the credit of discovering a good method, 
which has since been scientifically exam- 
ined and found to be efficacious. 

Dr. Hatfkine at the Pasteur Institute last 
year made some more experiments, and a few 
months ago ng ery a few notices relating 
to his work. e found a means of weakening 
the microbe of cholera and discovered that 
after vaccinating himself‘with this weakened 
virus he had obtained perfect immunity 
against the disease. He tried many means of 
taking the disease, injecting strong and active 
virus, but without any results whatever. 
After observing a number of other cases he 
expresses his opinién that the problem is 
solved. A German named Kleinperer also 
vaccinated himself and found that his im- 
munity was so great that an injection of a 
trace of his bl to an animal conferred im- 
munity on it in turn. 

No absolute surety has yet been obtained, 
because statistics on a large scale are wanting. 
They may. however, soon be forthcoming, as 
Mr. Haffkine has expressed his intention of 
practicing his vaccination in Siam on large 
numbers of patients. One thing is certain. 
Vaccination itself is perfectly harmless and 
without danger. The slight discomfort felt 


during a few hours is insignificant and the 


immunity acquired against cholera appar- 
ently absolute.
